November 1, 1905, 
Dear Friends in America: 

Since writing my last letter of August second, I have had 
but one letter in answer, in fact have only had but two answers to 
all three of the letters which I have written this vear and were it 
not for the fact that these two speak of our letters to vou as being 
interesting and helpful, I should feel that it was "love's labor lost", 
However, I am not going to waste time and space in fanlt -findineg 
but will rather try again, trusting to a kinder fate, 

We are still working away in Paswmalai but the year's work 
will soon be at an end as we plan to close school during the first 
week of December; this is partly due to the werv high price of food- 
stuffs which has made the management of boarding schools very costly 
this year. The worst of it is the rains are still holding off and so 
keeping prices up because of the uncertainty of the coming harvest, 
One crop has been lost and the present one will be but small unless 
rain comes soon. 

The — for the past three weeks has been very hot 
and trying and there has been much sickness. Several of our mission- 
aries are ill at present and as the field is very much undermanned, it 


makes it dovbly hard on all, as time must be taken for the sick and 


their work must also be provided for in some way. 


It does seem rather hard that no provision can he made for 


the sickness of a missionary in the land where sickness is s0 common, 


but the greatness of the work and the fewness of the workers is our 


constant plea for others to come and help us, Our Mission needs at 


once two or three consecrated workers for educational work alone and 


an equal number to man the outstations. Will you come? Will you send?

The vear's work has been fairly sucessful. Out of a class 
of thirty-four students, twenty-six go up for the Government examina- 
tion in December; these are our High School graduates. When you 
consider that a percentage of from 30 to 50 % of passed candidates is 
above the average for our Madras Presidency, you will realize that 
our work has been well done. } 

The health of our boys has been good. No serious epidemic 
to report as during last year, Althé for the past month mmps are 
quite in evidence amongst ovr youngest students. We are grateful 
to God for his vrotecting care; neither cholera nor plague have come 
nigh our dwellings, althé both have wrought death and destruction in. 
Madras and other school towns of our Presidency. Our own health 
has been quite good and we are thankful, : 

You will see that we are by no means forgetting our real 
mission to India when I tell vou that next Sabbath we hope to see over 
thirty boys vwnite with ovr Pasumalai church, several of them are from 
Hindu families and to them it is a step from which there is no draw- 
ing back. May God help them to remain steadfast when the storms of 
persecution sweep over them, Pray for them; pray also for 18; we 
prav always for vou, 

We rejoice to ses our hoys publicly acknowledging the | 
Master. It is the visible fruit of our labor, other frvit there is 
also but vou must accept it on faith, A class of high caste Hindu 
boys from our High School has met in our bungalow Sabbath afternoons 
to talk over things pertaining to the Kingdom. We do not always. 
see “eye to eye" but on the fundamentals we are at one and these 
young men (twelve of them) hare expressed their confidence in Christ 
and their faith in His teaching and have taken Him as their great 
Ideal. Would that I might add also as their Savior and Redeemer, 
but this not yet, altho in time, I believe they will do so. Caste 


and family obstacles are at present in their eyes obstacles unsurmount- 


able. Prav also for them; that they may be led into the full light 


and freedom of the truth as it is in Jesvs Christ, 

We are eagerly awaiting the coming of the Herricks, who will 
on their arrival take charge here thus relieving 1s of considerable 
burden. In addition to other work I have had charge of the Industri- 
al plant and have spent many hours working with the boys in the gar- 
den, where we are trying to raise vegetables for school use and try- 
ing in many other ways to teach them habits of industry and neatness. 
We want our christians to be manly men, | 

May the jovs of Xmas-tide be thine and may the New Year be 
one of happy, joyous service for 15 all.

Statistics of Twenty-five 
A STEADY UPWARD TENDENCY. 
SIMLA, 4th ,Oct.—The Aunual Report on 
Prices and Wages in India for the twenty-five 
years ending the 3lst March last, issued to-day, 
shows that the upward tendency in food-grain 
prices, which have long been a_ noticeable 
feature, has been fully maintained. Wheat at 
Delhi, for example, has risen steadily from 
Rs. 2 per maund in 1873 to close on Rs. 5 last 
year. Rice in Calcutta has goue up from Rs. 3 
twenty-five years ago to over Rs. 6 now, and 
jowar in Cawnpore from less than Rs. 2 to 
close upon Rs. 3-8 in the same period. Wages 
during the same period have also risen, but to 
a slightly less extent, unskilled labour gener- 
ally having increased in price by amounts 
varying in different localities, but probably 
generally averaging as much as 50 per cent. 
and skillea labour by somewhat more than this 
amount, the rates having in some cases more 
than douoled themselves.

Dear Dr. Barton: 


Perhaps I ousht to write a word about Dr. Young, though there 
is not mucn to add to the certificate which I wrote last nieht to be 
sent you by this mail. We tried to make such compromise as we could 
between Dr. Young's different interests. It was a aifficult question 
to decide, because she was net ations enough for hard work and extremes 
of weather and there was no necessary work that did not require exposure 
to one or the other. She herself has decided that, for the time, health 
ousht to be considered first. I did not consider it best to. send her 
home at the time the bandiktetien was held at Kodai. To begin with, 
perhaps I @o not so readily advocate a chanre of climate as do some 
others; while in her particular case, the journey would have heen very 
hard at that time and her home did not secm a maitabie. nlsee far her to 
fo. It seemed only right to see what the dry air of India could do for 
her and to give her the chance of recovering her health on the field. 
She certainly has improved ercatly. Her heartvhas chanred immensely 
Since her arrival in Madura six months ago. But since she came down 
from the hills and has devoted herself to the study of Tamil, the in- 
provement has not seemed to me to continue. In view of the fact that 
there is no immediate prospect of her beins able to do full. work and 
that after her Tamil exam. there would remain only about &@ year and a 
helf before her furlough, while on the ether hand she may be missing 
her best chance of really good health by not seeking a more bracing air, 
it has seemed best for her to go home now. The haste is on account of 
hhe approaching winter. Otherwise she might leave us more leisurely.

the normal midwifery cases, which means a preat relief from nifrht works: 


while I scarcely ever touch ‘a hand to the minor operations which must 


all be done by a doctor in a hospital which lacks such aid. While it is 


true that a Huropean exerts an influence other than that which a natobve 


can have, in many ways 1 consider such a native assistant more valuable 


than a nurse from Home. A dresser can write prescriptions and keep the 

hospital open in the absence of the doctor; and European nurses, ndt 

beings usually of specially studious habits, often fail in gettine the 
language. 

The time will come, of course, when I shall have to have 

aid. Whenever [ become unable to start at any moment for any place 

in any sort of a vehicle, younger blood will have to be imported. 


Since the hospital cannot spread sideways, we are anxious 


to enlarge it upwards; and our latest hope is that a flat roof may 


be put on the second story and the present tiled roof, or part of it 
be carried up to cover nurses rooms at the top. It troubles me to 
have them so incessantly mingled with the patients. They have hard 
work and less vacation than any other class of women employees in the 
mission. some one misht suggest that I sive them more vacation; 


but the hospital goes on and on forever, while some other branches of 


work s¥op for two months at a time. I am trying to rset one of 


mtr 
favorite nurses transferred to some hosvital near the ea, ior I 
cannot insist on keepins her where her health suffers. Our scheme, 
however, will not be carried out at once, for it certainly will 
reauire more .money than I have in sisht now. 
: I have just decided to so to Kodai for ten or fifteen days,

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Kedical Mission Work for Women in India. MAY 
The value of medical work for the women of India: would seem 
to be beyond discussion. It was a sense of their need which led to 
the appeal to the Queen and to the formation of the Dufferin Fund 
Society a quarter of a century ago; and from that time the best and 
highest of the women of England have not ceased to work for the 
relief of the suffering of their sisters in India. The last pub- 
lished report of the Dufferin Fund Society shows that through its 
own and affiliated institutions, exclusive of all missionary med- 
ical efforts, 1,956,631 patients were treated in 1905. Efficient 
help and kind consideration afforded to nearly two million of 
women! It is a great success of a work of pure philanthropy. 
To those who realize how little weloowe the healing of the 
body may be if there come not therewith peace in the heart and 


hope in the soul, or who have seen the efforts of the doctor impo- 


tent and a “trust in the living God" the one reliance of the suf- 
ferer and the one consolation of the bereaved,the work of the med- 


ical missions has a still deeper significance. No central body 


has yet been able to assemble and report their statistice, so it 


is difficult to estimate their output of energy or their harvest 


of grateful patients ; but we know that fully three hundred mis- 
sion doctors are working in India and no one who has seen their 
busy hospitals and dispensaries can doubt that their service 
extends to many. in our own part of the country, South India, 
twelve mission Boards have established sixteen hospitals for women. 


. Some of these are in connection with hospitals for men and have no 


separate supervision; in one an Indian doctor is in charre, in 
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another a curasian woman apothecary; in Suropean 


be 


or American women doctors are working. The zenana system prevails 
far less in the South of India than in the Northe Except the 
gosha Mohammedans, there are comparatively few women who cannot 
avail themselves in some dogree of the Same medical aid as the men 
of their family; but timidity, ignorance of their own needs, end 
the curious way in which all the women of a household will unite 
to conceal an alarming symptom from even the nearest male relatives 
raise perriere between the sick woman and those who could help her. 
But the doors may be opened to the women of the medicel mission; 

or the patient may venture forth to a dispensary where she will not 
have to speak to or be treated by any strange man; or she. may even 
be, wttlTing to stay in a hospital where her ftiends can visit her 
or stay with her and bring her food from home, if her éaste re- 
quires it. For all the pépesces involved the woman eoeser is not 
sufficient. her efforts must be supplenent ed and her directions 
carried out by native helpers, who are in some ways more useful 
than herself, as the eet se is less reserved and timid in their 
presence and they have a better command of the vernacular and a 
fuller knowledge of the Hindu character. The native Christian 
woman trained as hospital to take charpe of the 
hospital in the absence of the doctor, to visit patients in their 
homes, to perform obstetric operations, is an invaluable aid, but 
as yet not often available. it is still a new here. .Or Tamil, 
Telegu, or ‘Malayalim virls to study medicine. Not many are ‘suffi- 


ciently well educated to do: so and they are usually claimed by the 


educational department. The medical course, in itself, 
is harder still when pursued in a language foreign to the student. 


Only four native women -~ all Christians -- were otudpane last 


~ 
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year at the medical school at Madras. But the number will surely 
increase, because the need and demand are pressing.f The first to 
study from this region honored her calling and sacrificed her life 
for her work. it was Mary Rajanayagam, a teacher in the Madura 
Mission, who was chosen to be trained for medical work in the Arcot 
Mission. When her studies in Madras were completed, there remained 
to her only nine years for service -- years in which marriare and 
motherhood had a part; yet so well did she fill them and so wide 
was the circle she touched that on her death from plague in Madna- 
palle in 1902 a larre number of Hindus and VMohammedans and all the 


Christians and Europeans of the town followed her body to the 


prave. 


It is only recently that girls have been trained to under- 
take the preparation of the medicines, The work requires a know- 
Ledge of kngrlish and -ten years ago it seemed almost impossible to 
find an educated woman who was willing to enter hospital employ. 

It was not considered an honorable calling. It is a fact that the 


care of the sick involves duties that are usually left to low- 


caste people and the long-established Hindu custom of considering 


certain illnesses unclean is not without its influence. For the 
women of Madura it was Janiky Stephens who»led the way, devoting 


herself to hospital service and anxiously trying to learn all works 


by which she might be helpful. She died of tuberculosis six years 


later, but not before others had been influenced by her example 


and had taken up the work. Our compnounders not only serve in 
the pharmacy -- a rushing business in dispensary hours -- but also 


perform minor operations and do necessary dressings. 


The nurses do a ee and heavy vart of the hospital work. 
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They ere liked and thanked by many of their patients, but in the 
minds of most hish-caste Hindus they are classed as Beérvants. 

The friends of a caste invalid will gather their cloths tightly 
aabout them that they may not come in contact with the visiting 
nurse. The educational qualifications of nurses differ greatly. 
The hospitals which exact a knowledge of English employ chiefly 
young girls; those which require maturer are and more indepen- 
dence have chiefly Tamil-speaking widows. It is rarely possible to 
find the two aualifieations combined: but that is a difficulty 
which will disappear as the girls now studving become older. Not 
many desirable positions are open to Christian nurses outside the 
mission hospitals. We dislike to Let: then, encege unprotected in 
private or municipal nursing; the necessity for visiting Hindu 
homes and the low esteem in which their work is held expose them 


to insult and temptation. 


The evangelistic work must be carricd on at the same time 
as the medical by some one who can be free for the purpose. A 
morning service is customary and later personal teaching. A 
trained EBiblewoman is often employed. The in-pvatients can be 
given more systematic instruction than the etneias but it is not 
rare for dispensary patients to continue frequenting the waiting- 
room after their need of medicine is over, for the sake of the 
friendly converse and the relirious teaching. Many who express 
faith in Christ do not join the christian community because it 
would involve separation from husband and children: but it is 
impossible to estimate the number of homes influenced by these 
women nor to tell in what remote spots they may be witnessing 


for Christ, for a hospital draws from far and near. 
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None of the hospitals are able to maintain rerular medical 
itineracies in the outelying districts, but their occasional excurse 
ions carry the Gospel and the helping hand to many a village woman 
who has never dreamed of journeying so far as the large town where 
the hospital is. Later some of them venture in by twos and threes 
to the hospital, often with the prayer of Hannah on their lips, for 


childlessness is a great social misfortune to the Hindu woman. 


With all that is being done for the help and healing of 

the women of India, there are difficulties and problems which are 

only too evident to those engaged in the effort. Patients who 

abhor water and shut out airs; who cannot read their directions and 

swallow their liniments; who take several doses at a time or seek “rb 

“fresh medicine daily and lay it aside on the shelf; and who seem 

uhable to oe oharabe in the most reasonable and necessary measures 
for their own good try the soul of the doctor: but the distrust 

and fear which refuse even the opportunity to help the sufferer 

gonstitutd a more painful problem. All thet the medical missions 

are doing now i

LANGUAGE STUDY FOR MISSIONARIES. 
BY MISS EVA M. SWIFT. 


Hk thought uppermost in the mind of the candidate for 

Mission service is generally that of work. The preaching of the 
Gospel, the salvation of the unsaved, the instruction of the Church, 
these are the concrete ideas that present themselves in the first stages 
of missionary enthusiasm. It is taken for granted that the language 
must be acquired, but little is said about that, and still less is done in 
view of this necessity. The young Missionary arrives upon the field 
full of ardor and zeal to engage in the conflict, and suddenly realizes 
that the man without a weapon is of little use on the battle-field. He 
may pitch a ball here and there, but it does not hit anybody. He is 
handicapped, or altogether out of the fight. The long period that must 
pass in slow and laborious study is a time of disillusionment, when the 
things the Missionary used to think are being slowly adjusted to the 
things that are. And one of the first things he learns while he is 
struggling with roots and moods and tenses, is that he has still a long 
and even terrible climb up a veritable mount of difficulty, ere he can 
come to even easy walking. 


The greatest disability under which a young Missionary labors is 
his want of the language. And, possibly, if the opinions of a large 
number of the older workers could be voiced, they would still say ‘ the 
language is the greatest barrier between us and the people.’ Others 
having acquired a sufficient amount of it to conduct the affairs of .the 
daily life —‘‘ to make themselves understood’’—are content to rest 
there without giving the matter much further thought. What this 
making oneself understood often means may be illustrated by an ex- 
perience of the writer after years of use of the language. Occasion 
arose for engaging a new servant. She addressed him confidently, 
told him what work would he required and what the remuneration. 
She was greatly surprised to see him suddenly turn and dash out of the 
door, like a-man in great fright. Presently he returned with one of the 
house-servants, who offered to act as interpreter. ‘* What, did he not 
understand what I said?” ‘O he will understand: quickly—just as 
soon as he gets used to Madam,” the would-be interpreter replied. Ah, 
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yes? but there’s the rub. The Christian people will get used to you, 
and will patiently and politely listen while you pour forth a volume of 
English or American idioms in ill-chosen Tamil, and the more intelli- 
gent of them will understand what you are driving at, but what about 
those Hindus on the street, or in the bazaar, or in the homes, who are 
not used to you. Such an audience will gape at you in wonder and 
apparent attention, but the ideas that pierce through your phraseology 
to its brain and heart are few indeed. One often hears Missionaries 
complain of the increasing burden of administrative work. ‘‘ We 
are tied to our desks when we long to be out among the people.” But 
is there not sometimes a fitness in this, perhaps painful to acknow- 
ledge? The Missionary may be very active, get out his catechists in 
numbers, or the Bible-women in force, may go from village to village— 
to preach the gospel? No,—to incite the catechists to preach the 
gospel. Too often, discretion is the better part of valour, and the Mis- 
sionary's voice is not heard. The writer is not reading an indictment 
against Missionaries, but is speaking as a fellow-agonizer, after seven- 
teen years of experience and observation. 

The Missionary is entrusted with the most sacred, the most solemn 
and most pressing of messages—the message of heaven to earth,—the 
message of God to a lost world. Put this on one side—the solemnity 
of the message,—and put on the other, the ludicrous effect produced 
upon the mind by listening to the broken talk of one imperfectly acqu- 
ainted with English. A woman of intelligence and experience in school 
work once said of the children in a village Hindu school, ‘‘ They evi- 
dently measure my actual knowlege by my knowledge. of Tamil.’’ That 
this is very probably the estimate formed by the average listener to the 
stammering foreigner we may very well believe by calling to memory 
the associations we have had with foreigners in our own country. 
How difficult to believe that that man whose English is so peculiar that 
we can hardly understand it, has a message for us to which we should 
give heed. And how often even the college student is tempted to 
mimic the accent rather than heed the teaching of his German Pro- 
fessor. Second thought and the instincts of the heart may prevent 
this, but the impression remains. We desire the people to accept our 
message as the one refuge of their souls. Does this not lay upon us 
all a very solemn obligation to use every power of our minds in acquir- 
ing such a knowledge of the vernacular as will insure a respectful hear- 
ing, and such a use of the language as will not distract, the attention of 
the hearers from the message to the language in which it is couched ? 


& 


That not a few Missionaries have done so, and are able to stand before 
a Hindu public and preach the gospel in clear cut language, is a 
matter for rejoicing and thankfulness. But many others, if their own" 
testimony may be brought into court, are still contending, ‘faint yet 
persuing.”’ 

When all the reasons why the Missionary should bend every energy 
to the task of acquiring the language are set in array, it may be said that 
no words are too strong to express this necessity. But the new Mis- 
sionary has been urged to his consecration by the watch-word ‘ the 
business of the Aing requireth haste,’’ and he has come to work. When 
he arrives on the field, he finds an overburdened and depleted force. 
There is no one to superintend those schools, or to conduct that college, 
or to edit that paper. Here's a strong young man—put him to work ! 
So he is put to work. Most of the agents or teachers understand Eng- 
lish, so the cross-cut is taken and he uses English. It takes an amount 
of moral courage almost unbelievable by one not similarly placed to 
enunciate a few stammering and feeble Tamil words to a man who 

knows English. Hence it comes about, that while it is acknowledged 
that the importance of studying and practising the language can hardly 
be overstated, it becomes very necessary to state it over and over 
again. The existence of very stringent rules concerning this matter 
among those laid down by the Societies for the guidance of Mission- 
aries are proof of this necessity. The legisfition in the country among 
the Missions themselves is another proof. The stir on all sides about 
a systematic course of study, and a scheme of examinations is evidence 
to the fact. But the writer holds the opinion that what Missionaries 
need far more than a scheme for extracting what knowledge they may 
possess, is one for imparting it. 

The South Indian Missionary Conference of 1900 considered the 
subject of special training for Missionaries, and laid great stress upon 
its importance. Itis however a matter of the greatest difficulty to 
make training for special lines of work in the various fields anything 
more than theoretical, when -the candidate is still distantly removed 
from the scene of his future labors. Moreover, such special study and 
training as is reeommended by the conference pre-supposes that candi- 
dates are more or less under the control of the Missionary Boards or 
Societies, and that the work of each missionary field may be so syste- 
matized as to permit of appointments several years before the men and 
women have completed their College course. But the methods of 
many Societies do not permit of this, while the relation of the Society 
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to the Ecclesiastical body which it represents stands in the way of 
others. That is, some Mission societies which are an inetgral part of 
the ecclesiatical system may exercise such direction of the course of 
study of Divinity students as to include studies looking towards fitness 
for the Mission field ; but others again find practical difficulties in the 
way of such early appointments. Some definitely reject the principle 
of early appointments with a view to specialization of stndy, expressing 
preference for a broad general culture. Yet the sentiment that the 
Missionary worker needs special training is finding strong expression 
in the establishment of numbers of Training Institutions both in Eng- 
land and America. 

In the consideration of language study the subject of a more 
general training should also have a place. The writer holds that the 
most practical method of securing efficient training for special lines of 
work, and for » thorough mastery of the language, which must ever 
be the chief instrument of the worker, would be the establishment of a 
School of Languages for Missionaries in the country in which they are 
labouring ; or if a broader term is desired, an Oriental College where 
courses in the History and Religions, the common customs and their 
inner relations to the religious life and thought of the people, may be 
advantageously studied, while practical, sensible and fruitful methods 
of language study may be pursued under the direction of experienced 
and competent teachers. The first few years of a Missionary’s life are 
crucial. Every Missionary society can furnish statistics of money ex- 
pended upon fitting out, sending and establishing men and women in 
various fields only to be respent in bringing them home again after a 
few years. Every Mission in India can furnish instances of prolonged 
efforts to learn the language, to pass examinations and get into work, 
only ending in apparent failure, discouragement and retreat. It is 
however certainly true that if a Missionary can successfully tide over 
these first years, the probability of breakdown and of failure is much 
lessened ; and the loss and disorganization of Mission forces less in 
consequence. The placing of the young Missionary in circumstances 
favourable to health, and to the acquisition of knowledge of Mission 
history, methods und requirements, is a matter of great importantce 
and the need of economy of men and money calls for serious attention 
to this question. Were it possible for all Missions working within an 
area where union of forces is possible, (as for instance in what is known 
as ‘‘ South India’) to place their new recruits under the direct care of 
responsible and specially selected European teachers, who should 
guide their study taking account of the physical and mental constitut- 
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ion of the workers directing each into that line of work and research 
best fitted to their various capacities, it would certainly~make for 
intelligence ard economy; and the young Missionaries: themselves 
would be carried through that painful and depressing period of lonely 
struggles when the odds seem overwhelmingly against them. Many 
questions arising from the suggestion of establishing a School of Langu- 
ages, ora Training School for Missionaries immediately crowd about it, 
requiring some answer ere it can be reduced to working basis. The 
writer does not presume to suppose that she has wisdom for the solut- 
ion of the difficulties that must be foreseen by even the least thought- 
ful; but she entertains a firm conviction that the wisdom lies with the 
united forces of Missions in South India, in conference with each other 
and with their respective Societies to make such a plan practicable. I. 
venture however to express what has suggested itself to me as feasible 
or desirable. 
I. Zhe Course of Instruction. 


This should include courses of other than language study. The — 
Missionary’s special line of work should have due consideration in the 
préparation of a curriculum. History of the people, their religions, their 
customs, their thoughts, their arts ; history of Missions, methods, their 
success or failure, and the reasons for these. Bible study with a view 
to presenting the truth to the class of minds the Missionary is likely 
to work among—all these should find a place; but I would lay great 
emphasis upon the study of the language, as for the time being of the 
highest importance ; and therefore occupying a chief place. The work 
in other departments should not be permitted to over-shadow this, and 
lessen the sense of its importance. 


Il. The Instructors. 


These should be picked European Missionaries, aided by trained 
Indian Pandits. Should anyone ask ‘‘ Why European instructors ?.”, 
I would reply, ‘‘ Because they are best fitted to understand the needs of 
the Missionary and to know how they should be met.’”’ There are in 
India Missionaries having a scholarly acquaintance with the language, 
excellent pronunciation, full vocabulary and perfect use of it: Such 
are’ the men who might do a grand work in putting numbers of other 


Missionaries into possession of that great essential to usefulness—the 
power of speech. Many a Missionary who now secretly feels deaf and 
dumb and lame and halt will think this is true. The staff of Europe- 
ans should be completed by an able staff of trained Native Pandits 
who should be available not only for class work, but for private con- 


versation which should supplement the class work. These men, if 
rightly chosen, should also be valuable aids in carrying out other 
courses of study. 

Ill. Methods. 

Concerning the language study, I desire to make an appeal for the 
abandonment of ancient methods of plodding through a grammar with 
a dictionary at one’s elbow. The methods pursued in American and 
Kinglish Colleges in teaching Greek and Latin, or even German and 
French, are not the best methods for the acquirement of a practical use 
of an Oriental language. Let the grammar and the dictionary go and 
teach by the living voice, giving the student a chance to learn by the 
ear rather than by the eye. A School of Languages, such as that estab- 
lished by the translators of M. Gouin’s writings upon this subject, may 
well be visited and their methods studied carefully. I would also plead 
for even stern requirements as to class recitation, conversation in the 
presence of others with teachers or pandits. Most women and many 
men suffer from a morbid timidity in speaking before others, and the 
fear of being overheard by some other European stands like an insur- 
mountable wall, in the direct way of a larger usefulness in the case of 
scores of earnest workers. Any and every method which will tend to 
overcome this and break the chains that bind the speech, will prove 


an untold blessing. 
IV. The Place. 


Many missionaries can look back to the time when long hours of 
plodding study in the heat, with small, ‘but not insignificant buzzing 
torments adding irritation to our wearied nerves; when brain-tire 
added to ever increasing despondency, unknown perhaps to even the 
friendliest, have ended in a break-down more or less serious. A com- 
bination of unfavourable circumstances may cause such a break- 
down; but generally the close application to the study of a difficult 
language in a difficult climate, in surroundings new and strange, © 
where there is constant necessity of adjusting the mind to chang- 
ed conditions, is in itself sufficient to account for the numerous 
cases of decline of health or of nervous break down, especially 
among women. Were a Training Schoo! located in one of the several 
Hill Stations of South India much of this strain from the heat would be 


done away with, the process of acclimatization would be a more gradual 
one and the chances of health and of rapid progress would be proportion- 
ately greater. Objections to this will at once suggest themselves. Would 
this not take the new missionary away from the scene of his labors, and 
from the people among whom he is to work ? Would it not deprive him 
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of that contact with the people necessary for the acquirement of the lan- 
guage. In reply to this I would appeal to the actual! experience of the 
first year of life in the country. When words held in real possession are 
so few and inadequate, it is after all only the occasional person of natur- 
ally aggressive habit of mind who will attempt much intercourse with 
a wide circle of acquaintances, especially among a people little ac- 
customed to take the initiative in conversation with foreigners. The 
writer's experience is probably that of a good average of women at 
least. It was not contact with many, but with a certain few Tamil 
people which gave her the opportunity for practice in the use of the 
language. It was conversation with one person who understood the 
necessity of the case, speaking slowly and willingly repeating when 
not understood, which finally enabled her to speak out with confidence. 
In any Hill Station there are Hindus residing. In Coonoor or Ootaca- 
mund practice in both Tamil and Hindustani is afforded by the resi- 
dents of the large native settlements in both places. 
As to the effect of this upon the Missionary’s relation to his field, 
the next question which should be considered is, 


VY. The Time to be spent in such training. 

It should not be an impracticable plan for the young Missionary to 
spend the first six months after his arrival in the country in study in such 
an Institution; this period to be followed by six months of residence in 
his own field. If, for instance, the Mission field is first visited for the 
sake of acquaintance with its personnel ; then six months spent in the 
study of the language, of the history of the mission, the history and re- 
ligious customs and thoughts of the people under the direction of experi- 
enced Missionary teachers, the remaining six months spent in the field 
would tell far more than the same period of time usually does. Further 
the second year should be spent in the same way and even if a third 
period of study should be arranged for, it would not in the long run be 
too much time to give to such preparation. 

VI. Organization. 


Such a school should have a Board of Directors drawn from the several 
Missions uniting in such a scheme, and the numbers of its Faculty © 
should also be representative. Jt seems to the writer a practicable plan 
that more than one language area should unite as for instance Missions 
working in Malayalam, Telugu and Hindustani. But if this should seem 
too unwieldy, the Tamil missions alone are numerous enough to make 
such an Institution desirable. These missions cover a wide area and 
include Jaffna and Ceylon. The conditions are so similar in these latter

places as to make it desirable that they should join with Missions in 
India in bringing about such an arrangement. 

One institution with a full force of instructors, affording opportunity 
for the study of several languages commends itself to the writer as better 
than several smaller schools in the different Missions. In any case co- 
operation will be necessary to make any such work a success. The 
extreme difficulty many feel in acquiring the language was expressed by 
one worker who said: ‘‘ Had I known before I came what it meant I 
should have been appalled. It was good for me that I did not know.” 

While so many are in need of aid and so many others are finding 
their period of study one so trying to patience and faith, could the 
Missions of South India engage in a more important undertaking than 
that of rendering sufficient and efficient aid to the workers themselves 
in their efforts to fit themselves for the highest usefulness in the service 
of our Lord and Master in India ?

The half vear nas been one of a good deal of scarcity and — 
more or less privation on the part of hany of the poor,owing to tne high 
price of food-grains. But the rainy season has been about normal,and there | 

ds reason to hope that taings will be better when the harvests come into 
the market. ‘The scarcity does not seem to have been so severe as to pro- 


duce any marked increase of Crime. The sid sent by the Congregetionalist 


Fund fas been carefully distributed and oas doubtless relieved a very large 
number who would otoerwise have suffered. 

Tae half year has been a good working half year,and the 
reports and statistics which mark its encouraging. The Kombay 
Churca which as for yaars been struggling on toward meeting in full: its 
Pastor’s galery,oas tois year reached its goal,and now Bust go on to some 


higher aim.

We 
travelled about fifty miles,most of it on foot,and saw every village in the 
region. In one there is an excellent achook, evidently much aporeciated ody 
the veople: in another there is a community of more than 70 christians, but 
owing to the extremly feverish locality where they live no one comins from 
the plains is able to live there and keeo a school for them. in other vil-| 
lasges the veoole showed interest and schools would be welcome had we the 
means and the men to meet their desire for schools. The region is one of 
the most beautiful scenerv: Sreat vallevs whose sloves are laid out in ir- 
risated terraces for the cultivation of wheat and rice and garlic and mus- 
tard.and throush which mountainstreams flow and waterfalls slisten,lie deen 
into the range and anen ant toward the niaing, The neonle have certainly 


done wonders in what thev have accomolished in the wav of hillside cultiva- 
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tion. They seem a hardv and enersetic sort,odut with all the water that | 
théy have tausht to flow throush their villase streets and to their fields, || 
they seem to have little use for it as 4 matter of application to their 
persons.and are as dirty as veoole on the plains who have no such ovvortuni | 


ty to enioy. Their villages are situated in the most sishtlyv places,and it |

The year is Grawine towerd its closeé,and tT must write to you 
whether vou are too busy to reply to my letters or not. I dont accept as 
written to me any letters thst you may write to Vrs Tracy,for that is not 
pleyine the game fair,but I dont nide your writings to my sood wife,nor even 
to your thenking her for pictures that she did not send to you,for we are 
both eovally ¢lad to bear from you,always. 

The Statistics for the vear just closing show an increase in 
Periakulam Station of 248 who have been recieved to the consregations during 


the vear,and an increase of €& in Church membershiv. Tt am Slad to be able. to 


report thet though the number of paid workers has fallen during the year,from 
73 to 51 owin¢e to reductions,vet the work done has been vorosvered. The vear 
has been a very hard one,prices heve been hich,workers have not only been re- 
duced in numbers,but heve had scarcity to face and many vrivations,but the 
tone and The contributions of the 
community have been slightly larger then lest geet, tedssboutns a real spirit 


of consecretion,though T suppose there are verv few who have not felt the 


hard times,and many have felt them severely. Vanv instances coula be cited 
of people who have been for months on one meal e day,and hundreds have hed to 
leave their homes and seek food ano work on the feverish lower hills,on the 
coffee and cardamum eststes. The old end feeble heve hed & hard time of it. 


We have hed fairly cood rains,however,and though prices are still unusually 


hish for this time of veer,there is hope that prices will gradually come Gown. 
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Kodaikanal, Radura District. 


We do not yet know what the outlook will be for funds for the new vear,till 

the avvrovriations are recieved,but that looming debt does not have e cheer- 
ful look,and we wait with enxietv to know what we have to do with. Still it 

is el] a part of the dayv’s work,T supnose,to co what we can,and not to moen. 

Ts Dr De Witt Hvde,one of the real svuvrorters of Foreisn Vissions,or is he one 
of those who sive sood advice and wait to see others sive Sood money? I presume 
vou read his “Outlook” article on the Fssentials of Christianity, in which he 
tells us that “As a means of sevins the heathen from future punishment by of- 
fering our creeds,ovur rites,our forms of organization, the missionary cause is 
already dead? And more to the same effect. I think he ought to travel. But the 
Latcer view of missions, which is the current one,ovt here,so far as I am inform- 
ed does not seem to avveal to Sivers as “the supreme duty of the vresent”. It 
isa matter cf moment to us,nct so much whet veovle at home tell us we ought to 
do or oacht not to do,as it is whether they will or will not sive us the means 
with which to dc. Talkee, talkee.....muchee talkee. I like Dr Hyde’s article,es- 
pecially the closing worcs in which he says that the thing the churches most 


need is........“fervent heat?T wonder if he is as hot for ¢iving as he is for 


talking. I hope he is,....for God knows we need more “fervent heat” of that 
sort than we have been getting of late years.

|| After a threatened failure of the early mensoon,the rains have at 

last come in,and been fairly distribated over the district,and thoush prices are 
still abnormally hish,vet there is work now,for ail that are able to work,and hope 
springs perennial,like the weeds after a rain fall. There has been a Sood deal , 
of real hardshio: many have had to leave their hones,and seek work on the estates 
on the hills: and many unfit for work,have bessed where they Gould and sone hungry 
when they could not. The helpers have had many a ‘sish,and those with childrea to 
support in school,have seen many a self denial. I know one voor aaeuiend of the 
faithful aad true in his work,t0oo0,who told me that he had been so hard up that he 
recently on one of his village trips had made a pint of Cholam,much like our broom 
corn at home, last for the meals of three days.

There are one or two incidents of interest in connection with the 
work of the Station,that perhaps it is as well + should report to you. I suppose! 
you are off in China,somewhere,but habit makes me address you,whether you see 
this or not. Your beins away from the Rooms,dsives correspondence a decidedly 
vasue and impersonal asvect,that does not helo a busy man to feel that he VHS 


write whether or no. I hove you are havins @ sood time,and learnins to love your 


(Chinee? neishbor as yourself,and sometime,after you get back to civilized Boston | 
T hope you can find a moment’s time,to say some more of the pleasant things you 
always have on tao,for me,....4885 for everybody else,for that matter. 


One of the incidents that I refered to,was the Annual Sunday School Rally of our 
neishborhood SumMay Schools,in this vicinity. The Com.of teachers made a very 
pretty Reception Hall,out of a larse,wide-spreadins Tamarind tree,on the place, 


here,and all the children in the seven or eisht schools within five miles of us, 


about three hundred in all,came tosether with their banners and sonss,to hold 
their Anniversary. As each school came in,singins,tkey were arranged in concen- 
tric rows around the platform which had been improvised at the foot of the tree. 
Hangings of colored cloths,and wreaths of flowers,and plants in pots,arransed 
tastefully,had made the place very vretty,and attractive, £ sunvose that some 
sort of social order had been observed in the seatins;....everything seemed to 

be satisfactory,anyhow,in that respect,and so lons as they olease themselves,this 
does not seem to be the vlace to raise any inconvenient auestions. When all 
were seated,the leader of the day,conducted a vrosramme of exercises, consisting 
of Songs, Fecitations, Reports,etc,etc, in which every school had its place and its 
share,and in which all did themselves credit. Comparisons would be invidious, 
because conditions were not similar. The Caste Girls School,certainly deserves 
mention, for they were evidently the observed of all,and deservedly. 411 had made 
orevaration,however,and the sinsins and recitations were all well done. The wee 
little tots had some simole action sonss too that were very vretty,and effective 
The missionary was exvected to tekt the children a story,and was rewarded with 
the strictest attention as he told them about Abdul and the Bee,with its simple 
teachins of how much easier it is to form than to break bad habits. Then they

hed 2 busy time makins and countins their offerings for Christian Endeavor work, 
and were able to report nearly five dollars in allexz...voretty well,too,for a 
company of children who seldom see any coins larser than the one that is equal 
to a sixth of a cent in American money. | 
®he Programme having come to a close with sinsins the loyal,“God save the Kins”, 
they had their Picnic. They were as keen about it,as boys and sirls at home : 
usually are over ice cream and cake,at a Sunday School vicnic,and all the social 
provrieties were observed....nobody ¢rabbed,and nobody poushed,and evety body had 
all they could wish. That they enjoyed it all,one had only to look on, and-be 
comvinced. They have probably more school holidays than most children at home 
for they come in for all the legal holidays both Hindu and Christian,but this 
Annual Rally,is their GFEAT day,and they made the most of it. 
After the Picnic,came the best vart of the day,for the leader had arranged a sece= 
ond programme, this time of Games and Sports and Contests,with Prizes. It was 
Sreat fun. *hey had all sorts of saves for boys,and for sirls,and for boys and 
sirls tosether,and they went in for them with littVe resard for the temperature 
of a July day,and were as keen after Prizes as could be. One little sirlie had 
to have a weev because she drew a prize of beads that were of a color that did 
not match her complexion.....but that was soon adjusted by an exchange. But for 
the most oart,everything was happily arransed,and happily carried out,and at 3.07 
they wound uv their day with another sinsins of“God save the Kins”,and. went back 
to their homes and to their every day life,with a feelins that they had a sreat 
jay,aud were glad to be counted in on Fally Day. 


ihe other incident,that I hed in mind,is in the line of Women’s work for women. 
For the women of the conéresations,Gircles of Kings Daughters have been formed, 
and are doings Sood work,in teachins the women how to be Sracious and kindly and 
helpful to one another,and to all in need. Many of the women are VERY poor,and 
many of them ignorant, put all the more they need just this influence. In one 

of the consredgations eeecse All the women are of the cooly class,women who have to 
work in the fields whenever there is work to be had,and hard work too,for a mere 
pittance of 5¢,or at the most 4¢ a day. But none the less they are,and to some 
extent realize,t think, that they are Daughters of the Kinsg,and they like to have 
their annual sgatkberini,and talk about their ideals. They have to work all day, 
and so tbe evenins,after the work of the day is done,2nd the evenins meal cooked, 
is the only time they have for such an Anniversary. £0 they vlanned to make as | 
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much of an occasion cf it as they could. Their vlan was to have a Procession, 
and then gather at the Church,for their meetings. Mach member of the Circle was 
to get her evenings work done as early as possible,and then with her best cloth 
On.....-many of them poor enoush at that.....and with her offerins ready,was to 
lisht a little clay lampv,and take her stand at the door of her house. A few 
were appointed to lead off,and followins an armansed plan they were to so from 
street to street,sin¢ins,and each woman at her doorway was to join the procession 
as it came past her house,till 9311 the number,each with her little lamn,had been 
included,and then tosether,sinsins,teevy went uo and down some of the streets,and. 
so came to the Church,and there held their simple exercises of various kinds, 
and made their offerinss, They were as happy as children over it,and it was a 
novel sisht,seeins them enjov it. heishbors who are wont to look down on these 
women as outcastes,stood at their doorways and looked on at the orderly way they 
went about it,and listened to the singing,and,in their way,were impressed. It 
was an occasion that made its imoression on all the community. Their offer\ings 
which,like the widow’s mite,l@oked larser to the Lord of the Treasury than to 
some of those who were standins by,were siven in suvoort of,...that is, toward a 
part of the support of .....2 Eible=-woman who works only amons non-Christian wo- 
men,and who recieves ail her support,from just such circles of women,in various 
villages in the Station. heir Anniversary was sisnificant of a chanse which 
is being wrousht in the lives of these poor women. The sense of doins SOVETHING 
FOR OTHPRS, is redeemins them,for they see in it a place for themselves in touch 
Win the Master’s work of love. 


Where are other signs of the times.....there are other incidents,all salons the 
Same line,but these are enough for today. The kinsdom is comins.....sure. It 
is not with observation,verhans,but the children and the mothers are comins,and 
there is room for large and blessed hope. .

| | The usual duty of a semi-annual letter.awaits ny attention. The 
thing that hangs heaviest on my mind,it is,l presume,of no use to write to you 
about. Nor would it be possible for me to state it in terms that would be pleasant 
reading . Those who might relieve the situation,will not: and those who would like 
to do so,cannot,....which reminds one of the old Scotch “grace before meat”...ece 
only the latter part of the good Scotch “blessings”,does not anply in this case. 
The year,just closing,has been a year of advance all along the 
line. Death has taken its yearly toll,and among the number some shining ones,and 
yet the total number who call themselves by the Name,has increased by 238, the 
membership of the Churches has increased by the reception of *” persons, during the 
year,on profession of their faith. the gifts of the people toward the support of 
their *astors and Teachers,has increased nearly 40% over last year.and now amounts 
to ne BP se as much as the appropriations of the Board,for this Station. While 
a part of this amount has been expended in evengelistic work among non-Christians, 
the disparity between funds so raised,and the needs of the work to be done,is seen 
at a glance when one remembers that the Christian Community,still forms only a 
etadr fraction of one vercent of the population of the Station. The children in 


our schools number nearly a thousand,....about the same as last year,....but the 


income from fees,is about ks fifty in advance of that of last year. The women en-

rolled in the Circles of Kings Daushters,have made an advance of a little over ten 
vercent of last years gifts toward the support of bible-loman’s work done among 
non-Christians. These figures indicate that we are doing what we can to train 
the people in giving,and that they are responding very generously. The rains of 
the recent rainy season have fallen far short of the ‘normal,and the peonle are ap- 
prehendings hard times,but come what may,the peovle will sive of their poverty,and 
give cheerfully. And they have the blessings which comes of such a spirit. 

‘YY. Rev. C.William,Pastor of the Kotaimedu Church,here in the town of Fer- 
iakulam,hassed away in March,full of good works and loved and honored by bis flock. 
He was ordained in 1858,and a few months more would have rounded out a half century 
of pastoral work. or several years vast he has been feeble,and an almost constan 
sufferer from asthna,but te has always kept at his work uv to the measure of his 
“strensth,and has alwavs been a sgentle,genial presence,honoring his office. To as- 
sist him in his work Kr A.Masilamani.a recent sraduate of the Pasumalai Seminary. 
was appointed,and stood by him to hold up his hands. Since the good 01d man died, 
the Church have most heartily called Mr Masilamani to be their Pastor. In response 
to their call,he accevted,and a Council which met on the 27th of August ordained 
him to the ninistry,and installed him as Fastor of the Church. The veople who 
were always loyally devoted to Bastor William,have gathered around the young Pastor 
and the outlook in spiritual matters is nost encourageing. 

We have to mourne the loss by death of one of the faithful band of 
Bible-women,whose work and life we had been watching with deep interest. She was 
a deeply consecrated and devoted worker,and her works do follow her. Another 
of the number of Bible-women,has alse sithdrawn from the work,locally,but has en- 


tered upon other work in a neighboring district. We are seeking those who shall 


fill the vacant places.

Yesterday came the sad news of the death by Cholera,of one of the bright and 
promising Christian: young men,who was studying for his B.4. in College. He was 
a voung man of rare promise,of whom his Pastor had great hopes,as a Christian 
worker. Quiet,unassuming,honest,and conscientious,we shall deeply mourne that 


he should have been cut off just when life seemed to promise so much.

personal opinions about persons who have been appointed by the P.C..coming 


from missionaries whith whom the new missionary has to do,are neither wise 
nor desirable. It is just as true in regard to older missionaries, writing 
versonal ovinions in regard to other members of the mission. T am sure that 
such correspondence has done injury and caused unnecessary pain,in the past, 


and is liable to do so,always. J do not know what standard you may have ‘by 


which you weigh the values of such letters. The value of such opinions. should 


‘be weighed according to the personal character of the writer. AI1 such opin-= 
ions are not of ecaual weight,surecly. And how are you to know,what personal 
bias any given writer may hawé,for. or against the person of whom he writes. 
Some missionaries are much too willing to write such letters. I am sure person 


21 letters have been written from this mission about myseli,and doubtless about

So:far from having come to the conclusion,that “the 
personal opinion of anyons in the mission field has no weight with the Worsign 
Secretary”,ny fesling is that the personal opinion of some persons has far too 
much weight,and that those who write about others,to their detriment.,ousht to 
have no weight at stl.

3 I think that you will be interested to hear briefly of our 
return to India. We sailed November 14 from Boston to 

' gin in this far-off land our second term of Missionary life. 
The voyage across the Atlantic was very stormy. Waves 

- washed over the deck, and the huge ship groaned and créaked. 
We had not before seen a real storm at sea. At one momént we 
were on the crest of a huge wave, immediately after we were 
going down, down between two mountains of water. It took 
éleven days to cross to England. There we changed steamers 

and continued on our voyage to India. This was the long part 

of the voyage—long but pleasant. The seas were cali, and the 
steamer crowded, there being about four hundred passengers. 


On entering the Red Sea the cold breezes which we had been 
having were exchanged for the heat of the tropies. The sea 
was glassy, the sailing perfect, life on deck in thin light attire 

mI was most comfortable. It seemed.almost impossible (even to us 
accustomed to living in India) that this warm weathér—almost 
too hot—-was December weather.

In January we entered the Arabian Sea, and January 7 
with a thrill of pleasure we reached Colombo. 


_ During our absence in America on furlough our thoughts had 
been ever turning to our home in Madura, the native people 


among whom we have cast our lot, the hospital, and its hard 
but happy work. 


It was a pleasure to get back to India’s shores and meet our = | 
old friends among whom we had spent so many happy, happy . 
years, and to speak again in the Tamil language. “We © 
changed steamers in Colombo on the island of Ceylon” and_ 
took a small coaster oyer to the’ mainland of Ifdia. We 
reached the port (Tuticorin) at: about “Seven” o'clock in” the 
morning. It looked godd to-see the palm trees, growing like a © 
‘fringe along the low sandy shore as our little steamer ap- ~ 
~ proached port. It was almost thrilling, too, as we cameon land »- 
to be*’surrounded by the dark natives, more undressed\than 
dressed, and hear their pleasant salams, and to see and hear _ 


again the sights and sounds which were as natural as if we had « — 
left India only yesterday. 


A narrow gauge railway runs from Tuticorin to Madura | 
(98 miles), but as it was Sunday we remained in Tuticorin in ~ = 
a travellers’ bungalow till the next day. We spent nearly the te 
entire day noticing and recalling little peculiarities ‘of India 
which we had nearly forgotten and which seemed so new and * — | 


yet so natural. I do love India, and I do love the natives and 
their ways. 

Monday we started for Madura. On the way we. were ~ 
delighted as we saw from the car window the green country © 
usually so barren and sandy. This whole.season has been \. 
(in this part of India) an exceptionally good one. Rains have ~ 
fallen——-good rains—just when wanted. 

At Madura we did meet with a reception. The people ie 
are most good, and the particular work which we are engaged » 
in among them—the relief of their bodily sufferings—brings ~ 
out the best that is in humanity. 


We reached Madura at 8 p.m. At 3a.M. next day | began 

my second term of service as a Medical Missionary. I was : | 
asleep so very restfully when I was aroused by the old ¢ 
familiar (sir, sir,) with a prolonged, mournful, 
distressed accent, some one in trouble who could not wait. = | 
till daylight. Well I have been just as busy as you can think 
from that time to this, and while I have been writing this, at

write. 
Since coming domn from the bills the last of May,my time has been 
largely taken up with office work,of which there was am accumulation 
but which is now about worked off.I have a few more letters,and one 
or two papers to write and then I shall be even again and shall be 
starting in on a tour of visiting the congregations. 
mee the benefits of the hovse fund are being felt.With the 
RS.100 allotted to each missio out of rent as current upkeep we 
this year managed to cement the floors of ovr two living rooms and 
repair the ceiling of two others from which the lime was continvally 
dropping.We are now much more comfortable than when we first came in 
and with another year's repair we hope to have ovr home in a condit- 
ion much more advantageous both to the Board and to ovrselves than 
it was when we came into it.8o much for the house fund, 
A special work which has been started sincé coming down is famine 
relief, Having appointed two catechists with the pastor as a commit- 
tee of threetof visit and enquire into the condibion of the people 
in the station it was found that while §bere were no real starvation 
many a family were gradvally becoming incapacitated for work by an 
insufficient supply of food. Men who a few months ago were strong- | 
looking and seemed able to do a day's work as well as another are 
now pinched and thin with hardly strength enovgh to keep about. I 
am told that tpis is the case and have also seen it in a few Suuazx 
instances so am ready to believe that it is so in others, To @ peg-_ 
ple who in ordinary years have to work hard to get along,it is a 
wonder that they are not worse off than they are now, Except for a 
few weeks during and after harvest time when food is more plentiful 
there are many families who live on what food they can get for Rs.4 
per month after ae out the few annas per year that theyspend on 
dress.The regular bilis of such a family @n average year would 
therefore be like this: - 


Clothes for 5 souls at an average of 10 cts each per year 


Food 


the equivalent of Rs.48. This of covrse means that , in and year 
out they eat,not according te their needs but acco to their 
-@arnings,and when these are reduced by nearly half by "the rise in 


prices the only possible solution of the problem that presents itse} 
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to them is to eat half as much as before. This they have been doing 
now for several months and the result8S are becoming visible. 

I do not wish to Say sensational things for where tbere is real fact 
to be expressed ghe more soberly it is done the better it seems to 
me so I Simply state the fact as we bave found it. This being the 
case we have simply to thank God who put it into the hearts of His 
people in America to supply to us means to help these sufferings ong — 
over this most trging time. Ovt of the £500 which the mission has 
disposed of I have received engygh to keep them on for two months 
and of the €ike sum which remains to be disposed of I shall probably 
be enabled to give help for another two months. This with what has 
come from other sources meets just about balf the estimated amount 
required to see the people throvgh to the next regular harvest. This 
half has come so entirely vnsovgbht and soevidently from the Lord 
that I bave no uneasiness at all about the rest. I am sure it will 
come also if needed, 

Another departure in ovr work spnce June lst is the opening of a 
small d$spensary principally but not wholly for ovr Christian people, 
at the expense of one of my college friends and room-mates, G.H.Man- 
chester,M.D.of New Westminster B.C. who pays the salary of a quali- 
fied hospital assist@&t who has taken bis certificate aftef a three- 
year course in a me@§eal school. This young man is the son of the 
late Mr. Tangam who served the mission under Dr's Chester and Van 
Allen for many yearsjhe seems to be a capable young man of very good 
character and his presence and work on the compound and especially 
among the school children is a great relief to Mrs.Vaughan who for- 
merly bad some days as many as thirgy or even forth cases of disease 
of one sort or anotber to look after and occasionally one of suffi- 
cient seriousness to give ber anxiety.The sum which Dr. Manchester 
is giv@m@g monthly will pay the salary and go well towafd supplying — 
the needed medicines. T.David,the hospital asistant or dresser as 
he is more commonly called,has already been instrumental in saving 
the life of one little two year old whé@B> mother BUBuUgnexcamexta 
brought to him with a bad attack of congestion of the lungs. Within 
a few days it was somuch better that the mother after making her 
kuxGuax thank-offeping to God went back to her village with her |. 
child. The dispensary is t known as the’Manchester Dispensary’ and 
is of the same grade as those which have been in operation in sever- 
al of the stations for many years. | 
Since beginning this letter I have been told of a few families near 
one of ovr village con@regations,Sethur,who have become Christians 
and come to Sethur to attend sefvice. One of the number is,or rabher 
was the priest of a small temple and he has brought the various 
ornamentape used to wear and has given them to one of the Christians 
in Sethuy, Sinee this ocevrred,the relatives of the ex-priest have 
put in a claim to a. part-ownership in these things 
and a regular village meeting bas been held to decide the point. The 
result of this meeting has not yet reached me, As Soon as it was 
mage known that this question was to come up,the man who gave then 
came to the Christians house in Sethur and told him of it but said 
"This is a matter simply between vs in ovr own village,so far as you 
are concerned,] gave the things to you,they are yours in any case, 80 
do not trouble yourself about this question? This is a community 
of which I have not heard at all so do not know whether they have 
had any worldly motive in coming over or not.TMey seem to have been 
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so far in earnest as to take a decisive step at the véry beginning. . 
I] shall look them up soon and write more about them when I have more 
to Say. 
We watch the papers anxiously from day to day for sont from ounown 
and other missions in China. China has evidently brovght on a Speedy 
settlement of her ailments as a mam& nation,and it will probably be 
only after Chine has ceased to exist that there will be quiet once 
more.Many lives will douvbthess be sacrificed but if the powers of 
the world continue to work together as they do at present,we may 
hope that it will not be such a terrible thing as it might,while in 
any case,it is ovr privilege to look for nothing but good to the 
cause of Christ in the long rwn, 

I have been especially concefned to know the fate of Mr. Pitkin and 
his wife of Paotingfu.They were with vs some days in Madura and we 
have never lost the interest in them then aroused, we are praying 
that they may be kept safe if it is the Lord‘s will. 

My village setLlement is not doing much this year,buvt on the other 
nand it is not costing me much,The Ry,which runs just by it within 
a few rods bas furni€=é@é work for all and the people have been as 
comfortable as usval,.They are not even in need of help of any sort 
from the mission or from any other source, 

The Industrial school continues about as vsval.More and more I am 
feeling the need of a better man to supervise the work and workers 
and for a couple of weeks have been in correspondence with one of 
the societies in Madr@@ on the subject. They have recommended a 
Eurasian man who has had the experieng@e necessary being a pensioned 
overseer from the Gun-carriage factory under the military authorit- 
ies in Madras, Everything in connection with him seems. good but his 
price is higher than I can give at present. My last suggestion was 
that r give him about two thirds what he wanted and then give hbim 
half or three fourths of all he covld make over and above runnéng 
expenses vp to a maximum monthly pay of a little bess than double 
what he panted. To this proposal |] bave not yet had a reply. 

One great difficulty in connection with the school is that we are 
put to a great disadvantage in buying stock. Being withovt a fund, 
we bave to buy bit by bit as it is wanted. In this way we not onlg 
pay a higher price,but are unable to secure the best results since 
it is impossible to bu§ seasoned timber in the market. I bave been 
thinking a little of trying to secure say,$400 on interest as a fund 
for this purpose, buy large quantities of timber and keep it on hand 
and then as it is used replace the value of what is used back into | 
the fund,thus keeping the fund intact either in the form of timber 
andx stores or in — gain in buying and in the use ef seasoned 
timber Bovld enable me t f 
saBing money. The risk be in loss by fire whieh however, would 
not beg great. I do not ye to do this however,withovut the opinien 
both of yourself and the mission since I might be acting for another 
who might possibly be called te speceed me in this work. I did not 
think of this vntil last week so bave bad no time to mention it te 
the mission which I shall do before action, but in the meantime I 
wovld like to ask whether you,any objection to the covr@e on general 
principles apart from the local conditions which the mission can 
consider better.

Dear Dr. Barton, : 
Your letter of Auvg.25rd reached me in good time and 
as usual was a stimulus and an encovragement in the work. 
Since its arrival a great change has come over the Pace of the coun- 
try. Rains have gmm come and that which was but a few weeks ago a 
barren,parched desert has been transformed into a fruitful land, 
The anxiety which was visible in most every face,as well as the dull 
hopelessness which had settled down upon many has given pafilce to the 
purpose-in -liffe look of the ryot as he turns once more to his fields 
driving bis bullocks before him with plovgh on his shoulder to 
plovgh and sow in hope. He has too,good reason to hope for thus 
far the rains have come both as regards time and quantity algmst as 
favorably as possible. There will,to be sure,be many a family still 
who ,for some months to come,will not know the luxury of a full meal 
but the end is in sight and hope is strong,so everything is brighter, 
The N.E.monsoon winds have not as yet set in but heavy rains are 
falling frequently,there being rain a part of last night and all the 
forenoon of today. It is now about 4.45 P.M.and for the first time 
today the sun is breaking throvgh the clouds and after the long rain 
of nearly twelve hours it seems as if one covld all but see things 
grow and beyond all dovbt one can see that grass,trees,shrvbs,vines, 
growing crops and all are very well satisfied with the change in |. 
thifer treatment. The compovnd,a few weBRs ago,so brown and dry that 
a tuft. of green grass as Barge as a June rose would have atSracted 
attention as far as it covld be seen is now/fast becoming a wilder- 
ness of weeds and grass which will within a few days necessitate 
the introduction of ovr native gardener to a newly acquired American 
scythe,a ceremony which may have more serious effects than that fol- 
lowing the intro@vetion of an American pattern plovgh some weeks ago, 
The native plovgh is a simple wedge of wood with iron point so held 
that when drawn forwarg_,it makes a scratch in the ground from half. 
an inch to half a foo tfc cording to the hardness of g agacre and 


the muscular ability the man who holds it. Having afyacre or so 
of land on the compound which can be plovghed,it has beén customary 
in former years to proceed on truly native lines,and engage from 
four to six or seven men,each with a pair of bullocks and a plovgh) 
to come and do ovr ploughing. hey have come,have have followed each 
other about the field in a Pree and easy sort of way two or three 
times and have departed with their pay for a day’s work,leaving the 
grass and weeds just sufficiently dug about to grow well with the 
result that before any seed Nag which has been sowad has a chance to 
grow the grass bas taken possession and all is up with the seed, 
This year,bearing of the ploughs? that are made in the M.E.mission 
in Kolar,I sent and got one and on an appointed day made the first 
attempt with it. The bullocks were afraid of me,tbe gardeners were 
afraid of the plovgh and [ was afraid of failure: ua@ar under such 
circumstances,and as may be expected the resvlts were not so very 
satisfactory as covld be wished, Finally however,after some remarks 


on the unwillingness of the native to adopt new ways,I was gh cazes 
to see the gardener pvll himself together with a determination to 
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achieve,and while in this mood I gave the plovgh over to his care 
and the bullocks being freed from my presence lost their fear and 
the gardener gradvBAly lost his while mg to my mind the chances of 
failvre grew less and less as the plovgh,team and gardeners went 
round and round the small plot we had selected as ovr’first effort. 
In the end some of it had been plovghed at least ten times while 

in other places a streak of dry earth appeared between the newly 
turned furrows,but the plot was plovghed with the new plovgh and all 
seemed pleased, A Hindv fagmer who had witnessed a part of the 
operation summed vp bis opinion in something like the following, 

" Yes,it is a good plovgh,but the beam should be long enovg to 
fasten the yoke to withovt a chain and there shovld be but one han- 
dle, You cannot expect a thing to go straight if drawn by a chain, 
and it stands to reason that a man shovld bave one hand to hold the 
plovgeh mwx&k and the other to drive his bullocks with” 

From that time several other attempts h-ave been made,each an im- 
provement upon the other until when the large field was taken in 
hand a very fair bit of plovghing was done and we saw,what bas not 
“cooled our eyes"(as the natives express§ it)for seven years, a 
ploughed field where the earth was really turned over and the grass 
turned down. 

1 have recently taken some photographs of some of the processes by 
which the extensive rice fields of this part of India are cultiva- 
ted. | am awaiting prints of same from Madras and will on receipt 
send copies with a few ethers I have on hand, 

The work gees on in the same way. New villages opening vp one by one 
Oringens, new responsibilities and more work for the village cate- 
chists. |The plan of appointing what I have called superintending 
catechists is working well,there having beer a decided gain in the 
amount of instruction given in many congregations. 

In _looking-over my old letters.1 fail to. any notice of” this 
experiment.so will mention it briefly rere. <4 I have,}-think, be- 
fore menti-oned in-my-tetters to-yov,one of the great defects in our 
system is that we fail to get a firm hold upon many of the people 
who come over to vs,and after even ten or twenty years of this non-. 
inal attachment many are unable tox¥ show that they have grasped the 
fundamental ideas of their new religion,the net result of all being 
that they may be able to mumble a few short texts from the Bible) 

as if they were so many mantrams, This has engaged a great deal of 
my thought and prayer, for,as it appears to me,ittouches one of the 
vital points of ovr wor \This condition of affairs is dve to more 
causes than one,all working to the same end. One is the very low 
mental condition of be people;another is their utter indifference toe 
ward the whole subjeet,while a third is the failure of the catechist 
or teacher to see the importance of this sort of work and their 
consequené@ passing of it over with as little attention as may be. 

In this way it often happens that the missionary from one visit to 
another is unable to see any improvement whatever in the Christian 
knewle@ge of a congregation, though these visits are seldom oftener 
that twice and in many cases,especially in a large station,not more 
than once a year. Along with this difficulty tyere is the related 
one = and very closely related it is too- of the education of the 
children to the point where they can read their Bibles. 
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To meet so far as possible these two difficulties I have just put 
into operation the follewing course. | 
1 have divided the station into three divisiors with a view to pliac- 
ing in each one the best possible man as a superintending catechist 
who shall visit each village at least once each month,inspect all 
schools within his division,and make a monthly report on the condit- 
ion of both congregations and schools to me. He also arrangeé a plan 
of work for his division so that each village is visited twice a 
week by the catechist or teacher in whose charge it is,once on Sun- 
day if possible for worship and once during the week for instruction 
in Bible truth,All the otheycatechists or teachers in the division 
are in a certain degree subject to his direction which gives all the 
benefits of the superintending catechist’s ability as his relation 
to both agents and people is much closer than either mine or the 
pastor's {who has;as Ihave the whole station to about be, 
‘\ This has made it possible to start a much cheaper kind of school 
than it wovld be wise to attempt under other conditions. In one vil- 
lage,the catechists wife gets an additional Rs.2 for keeping a small 
school for the Christian children,in another a member of the congre- 
gation and a former pupil of the Boarding School gets a fee of As 3 
(about 6 cts) per month for each Christian child and is teaching 
them to read and study Bible lessons. In another place it has been 
arranged that shortly a young couple just now to be married will 
open two more schools of this primative sort,the wife teaching one 
in @bhe village where they live and the husband having another if! 
Village abovt two miles away to which be goes in the morning and re- 
turns in the evening. This gk@ couvple,being inexperienced and un- 
trained and of only primary education draw,tegether, just abovt the 
Salary paid to an average catechist,i.e. Réew-6. per month, |...) 
Such schools unless immediately under the supervision of someone” 
able to visit them frequently wovld be of very little vse,but when 
thus looked afte# have been made very useful in training the child- 
ren of ovr poor village people. and 
I have thus far been able to place men in two out of the three di- 
Visions and hope to fill the third about the opening of the year. 
In the megfawhile the pastor is giving it special attention. In 
several villages there has been decided imppevement in the way the 
Bible is studied and,altogether the plan seems to be working well 
thovgeh as yet it is of course only in its beginning. 
When finally settled I do not anticipate that the expense wil! be 
much if any greater than for the last few years,and much less than | 
the ak@ plan which required a catechist in every village and in some 
both a catechist and a teacher. In a division there may be 20 vil- 
lages. In the natural order of things these wovld take the attention 
of say two catechists, beside the superintending catechist and three 
or four cheap grade teachers. Each catechist is capable of visiting 
at least 5 villages twice a week and still have time enovgh to 
stedy and preach to the heatben;while a teacher is often able to 
look after another village or two besides the one in which his | 
school is sitvated by visiting them on Sunday and out of school | 
hours. 
The kameag large schools of Hindu boys in Manamadura,Sivaganga and 
Parthibanur have been put ppon a new basis by which my financial 
responsibility is limited to the payment of a fixed sum,about Rs.50 


+ 
each per year. This is a saving of about RS, 200 on the three to- 
gebher each year. 

The Boarding school is without change. I have not yet succeeded in 
getting recognition for the secondary department but Bkmk think it 
will come now within a few weeks more. This will mean an increased 
grant for it from Government. [t has been a little difficult t 

get it to running as the conditions of recognition are so rigid and 
qualified teacrers so difficult to secure. ] have now,however,in 
sight the last one needed and as ip already in fact satisfy the re- 
quirements of Government [] look forward to recognition before long. 
The prospect therefore,is a brighter one than for the present year 
when we entered upon it in Janvary. The very strong effort of a 
former teacher in one of ovr mission schools,but now the headmaster 
and manager of our*"rival schoolfas it is called,a brahmin,has been 

a hindgrance both to the securing of recognition and the procuring 
of Hindu pupils,the fees from which I calwelated upon to help defray 
the expenses. Being deprived of all the grant and of part of the 
estimated fees the financial problem has not been an easy one, but 
sradvally the boys are coming in and we look forward to xsnugreard 
increased numbers next year. We undertook the opening of the higher 
department after much prayer for direction,and though we have had 
some trouble in money matters,God has given us some measure of bless- 
ing in that two or three of the buyuxwhea Hindu caste boys wro attend 
have become very friendly toward Christianity and are fairly regular 
in their attendence at ghurkz the various religious exercises not 
directly in connection with the school. Often at church,and frequent- 
ly¥at the Sunday school they sometimes come to the bungalow to be 
present at the early morning prayers at 6 A.M. thoveh classes do.

The Industrial school is as usual busy,with orders ahead for some 
weeks, but still bothered more or less in the procuring of stock . 
necessary. In this too however,we are looking forward to brighter 
days;time is on ovr side so to Speak as every year makes it easier 
to get on in consideration of the added experienee of boys and teach- 
ers aS well,but better than this,we believe that God also is on ovr 
Side and that He will,in His own good time send the funds we seem to 
need so much. [t is enovah however,that He has enabled us to go on 
to the present,for if we can serve Him better in what appears to us 
to be this crippled conditkon than W® CoVIG with ail we wovld like 

I think we are all willing to go on as we aré, It may be that with 
what money we wanted we would have gone off into extravagant ways 
that wovld have brought great harm to the vltimate vsefulness of the 
whole undertaking.

you have beard of the mission action re Tirvpvvanam So will vun- 
derstand when [ say briefly that"amalgamation” is making good pro- 
gress though in this as in other things it iS not possible 60 do more 
than an Fastern pace will allow. Every day sees a little more done 
and £t will not be long before there will + trust,be something a lit- 
tle more definite to réport. Holton is now ovt on itineracy and I am 
"holda@ng the fort". At ovr first station meeting we desided that 56 
would be about the number of children the station itself covld be re- 
sponsible for and ; proceeded to take sultfiable applicants vntil that 
number was reached and wB had a total,in all classes and departments 
of 146. After this a father brought his little girl who has for two 
years been permitted to study as a free pupil,the father being one of 
the powrest of thegpoor. I felt bound however, and told him bhat the 
number permitted had all been receiWed. Withovt further words he 
started off home and I went to read my Bible. The reading for the day 
was in the 25th Chap of Matt. and when I came to that verse where it 
says,"pyorasmuch as ye did it not unto one of the least of these ---- 
ye did it not unto ME" [| felt very guiltg thovgh I covli rardly tell 
why. I cameg out and after speaking with Mrs. Vavghan ; sent for the 
father telling him to bring his davghter back once more,buvt he has 
not done So as yet. After this another case came up, & pfomising 
girl of some 11 years of age whose widowed mother had not paid ail 
the fees Sor last year, [I must decide her fate and the ppM's and cons 
were as follows;-Fees are due and if you take her in again it will 
work badly for the future;the whole number for the station has been 
received and if you take her on it will have to be on your own per- 
Sonal responsibility and at your own expense and you are not able to 
do this, On the other hand;if you do not take her on she will go to 
ber village and what can be hoped for her there.

I rave to acknowledge and thank you for your 
letters of Oct.8th ani 2lst.,in the latter of woich you communicate 
revnlies to my requests regarding the home coming. it gives me great 
pleasure to know that we have your @ppwoval of ovr plans and | 4sk 
you to,Mr. Wiggin and others concerned for the permission given to 
stop a short time in England @s @ sort of stepping stone to home. 

We propose to leave Colombo by the Derbyshire of the Bibby 
Line @bovt March 23rd and proceed to yarsa@illes,from which point we 
will cross France leisuvreYly and so on to London where we shall look 
about for 4a quiet place in the country which will serve as a rome 
and a centre from which we can make such little excgursions as we are 
planning. While I feel that I covld stay on for some time yet without 
serious risk,it is evident that ovr furlovgh is coming none too Soon 
for Mrs. Yaughan who is far from well thovgh not covntei sick. We 
are looking forward to it @l1l with mixed feelings,sorry to Leave the 
surroundings which h&ave become so dear,but longing to see once again 
the scenes and faces in the home land. 

Tre bungalow is so far @long that we hone to get in it as 
soon as we return from mission meeting. The unusvally heavy rains 
caught us just about a@ week too soon and so delayed us very much for 
tre two months during which they continued. The delay in setting the 
money ovt of Tirvpvvanam maéde it impossible for me to nush the work 
as I] might otherwise have done.As our pl&ans slowly materialize we are

I @ppreciate what you say about the need of making haste slowe 
ly in the matter of change and am glad to know that we have in the 
mission a good powerful governor in the sh&pe of @ strong conserva- 
tive element wrich destributes throvgh the whole m&échine tbe sudden 
imnvlses arising from its “radical” members so prevents anything 
like”racing”™ while it sustains the steady throb which connotes good 
sound condition and good work. I have regretted very much that the 
changes made last January maxe seemed to fail to command the anprov- 
al of the members of the mission,present and former, who were not on 
the field when the discussion took place. it would have been Bakkar 
more nleasant rad it been otrerwise,but I feel confident that these 
changes have pnroven their worth to all who @are directly connected 
with them. The missionaries have felt the helo of eachotrer's coun- 
sel and the great gain of the intimate knowledge of the country and 
peonle which the pastors have been able to bring to the consideration 
of many questions,while the pastors have benefited more than a iittle 
bg the clearer insight amé into and understanding of the problems 
which gather around the work of evangelizing their fellow countrymen.

We have snjoyed ovr first days in the home land very much though 
as yet I have not seen my own p&@rents or brothers and sisters . We both 
felt that Mrs. Vaveghan's parents shovld be visited first so came right 
here and have been stopping with them since ovr arrival. I amin cor- 
respondence with my own family in Fitchburg Mass and will possibly pay 
them a visit next week,thoveah it is not certain. [I have 4 sister who he 
peen in Lovisiana for many years,-~so long that she has not seen rer 
own sister now over ?1 years old. This sister is expected home soon and 
] am tryivs to time my visit with reference to rers. . 

Wr voyage across the Atlanticg was in the "Southwark" forme~- 
ly of theAeminmsan Red, Star but now of the Dominion line. lt was the 
only passage available short of some of the more expensive first class 
boats which we did fot feel we covld afford,and proved to be not at all 
desirable.

We have spent the summer thus far making stren- 
sth,trying to adjust ovrselves to the conditions which we find to exist 
abovt vs and developing as we are able, ovr plans for the future. 

It is with reference to the latter that I write you toaay. The 
weole question of ovr return to India next year hinges upon the action 
to be taken with regard to Mrs. Vavghan's parents who are between 70 & 
"5 years of age. They have no other children,and are now too olu to 
leave for another term of service in India. For some time - t®o or more 
years Mrs. Vaughan has had the thovght in mind of taking trem along wif 
us back to Manamadura or possibly Kodai if necessary. This has seened 
all along a very risky thing for people of their age,tut as time passes 

jit seems to narrow the alternatives down to this or to ovr remaining 
here with them,and between these two,and given the hearty cooperation 

of the old folks and your approval,we wovld without resitation accept 
the former. This plan,so far as it has taken shape as yet,involves the 
Board in no additional expense,it being ovr intention to take them out 
if they go, at ovr own expense and have them live with ses. I mention 
this thus early to you that you may have it in mind,and that we may hae 
the benefit of your suggestion in making ovr further plans.

We have been spending the summer 
here with the old people on their farm,but they are neither of them fit 
to spend a severe Canadian winter here,nor do we,Mrs. Vavghan and myself 
look forward to such a prospect with any degree of pleasure. These facts 
have led us to decide to move,and the proximity of Fitchburg to Boston 
and the fact that ail my brothers 4nd sisters are there,or near there . 
led us to select #YAX it as a svitable place to which to go. As 1 said 
these plans are all tentative and therefore, subject to alteration in tte 
light of any information or suggestion from you. As however,they involte 
a considerable amount of adjustment,and the selling off of much of the 4 


stock and produce of the farm,we wovld like to complete them as early @ 
possible. If therefore,yovu can find time - and 1 am sure yov are busy 

so near the end of the year,we shall be glad to hear from you with re- 

gard to them. I wovld like to ask also whether it has been customary | k 
in case of other missionaries on furlovgh,for the Board to pay any or 

all the expenses involved in such a change of residence? 

Another matter of finance,which I wovld like informatior vpon is 
Apis. In case of special expenditure for health,such as for oculist or 
dentist,both of whom we have to see during the year, has it been custom g. 
ary for the Board to make special grants to cover such expenditure? 3 

Il ask simply to know what has been customary,and am of course 
qwite willing to follow “custom” wherever it may lead,being so lately 4 
from India.

I -m glad to be able to report myself as all but 
recovered fron the severe cold I contracted while in Fitchburg, thovegn 
sorry to add that Mrs. Yavghan is not so far advanced. 

1 thank yov for yours of the 26th Ult. and for the sympathetic way 
gov dealt with the question of the return of Mrs. Vavghan's paeents to 
India with vs. We do not see our way clear as yet to a decision one 
way or the other and are hoping and praying that the near future will 
throw some light vpon the subject to make ovr way plain. ] have felt all 
| along that the complete change,perbaps not so much of climate as of corm 

ditions of life and svrrovndings, wovld be a very severe tax vpon @ Cov- 
nle who have reached the age they have.And yet there seems no alterna- 
tive but ovr remaining with them. I have had the matter very much in fig 
mind and no other solution presents itself. 

Dr. Parker's statement that they wovld probably be no worse oft 
under the adverse conditions of Indian life than under the stress of 
ovr extreme northern winters was in fact the thing that brovgeht the i- 
dea of their return with vs into the range of seriovs consideration.She 
knows India as well as the climatic conditions here;she also knows these 
concerning -wrom she spoke so was especially qualified to speak with 
authority. It may be found,as the weeks pass,that it will be best for us 
to take work here in America temporarily until the way is opened again 
to In@ia where we both strongly feel ovr life‘*s work is,and on the other 
hand the condition of health,the preference of the aged people them- 
selves,together with other circumstances,may lead vs to take them with 
us. In any case the subject will have ovr most s:riouvs at-tention and 
be the subject of ovr constant prayer until we see the way clearly,and 
now that ] rave your letter,we shall work at the problem with a know- 
ledge of your mind in the matter which will be very helpful. 

With reference to ovr plans for the winter,we have decided to re- 
move to Bedford, Que. abovt the last of Oct. or thereabout. The reasons 
for selecting this instead of Fitchburg,as at Sst proposed,are cheifly | 
those of economy. Rent,and most other expenses are considerably higher — 
in Fitchburg than in Bedford,and then the cost of removal to the latter | 
place will be but a small parg of what it wovld cost to get to Fitchburg, | 
I have expected to be away from home considerably during the winter and : 
Bedford is a point easily reached from points in New Englanud,being on 
the line of the 3.P.R. and within two miles of the VYermont Central, while 
it has vp to date facilities for communication by mail or wire. We have 
spent a very pleasant summer here in this delightful place,bvt covld 
hardly think of spending the winter here as well,since it often occurs 
that communications are interrupted for days owing to the character of 
the storms which occur among these hills. At Bedford on the other hand 
we are ovt of the hills,and will be in every way mvch more in touch 
with the rest of the world shovld there be occasion at any time fora 
hasty summons to, or from, home. 

A communication from Rev. James H.Ross of Manchester N.H. brings 
the subject of the annual meeting.Further information relating there 
to will,I presume,be forthcoming in dve time. 

There is nothing in this letter which need occupy any of your time 
Which am is already more than full with preparations for 
meeting.Hoping that yov will rave strength according to your nee

Yov dovbtless have seen throvgh the papers,mention of 
the terrible occurrence in the home of my married sister at West Towns- 
end, Mass., on the 24th Inst.,when my father in a fit of temporary in- 
sanity,shot at and wounded my mother slightly,tried to shoot my brother 
in-law,fortunately withovt svuccess,and then took his own life. 

He was a man of 66 years of age,arnd while 1 detected some symptons 
of mental decay,1 was not aware,nor Bad ] the least suspicion that his 
case was in any way seriovs. I have a letter written by him only three 
days before his death in which he plans for a visit he proposed to make 
vs in Canada at some future time, a visit that we had spoken abovt when 
I last saw him on the occasion of my recent visit to Fitcbburg. 

Tre only reason that can be surmised,as to why his insanity took 
this terrible form is that of jealovsy, a reason, absurd and utterly 
groundless in the prement case that it covld have appealed to none bv 
a diseased mind. 

I realize row this sad occurrence will seriously interfere with 
my work among the churches of that locality and possibly throvghovt the 

constitvency of the Board,and might even destroy my vsefvlress as a mis 
sionary. In any case [I feel that it is dve to the officers of tre 
Board that 1 shovld lay the matter before them for their consideration. 
And,while my reart is still in the work we rave left and to which we 
had so strongly hoped to return,I feel that theZy task of deciding vpon 
such a question shovld be made as easy as may be,and for this reason am 
quite prepared to tender my resignation if by so doing I can in any de- 
gree simplify the question.

First,with regard to the rvle in the hand-book;I shall be more 
than @ little grieved to learn that what 1 gather from your words({by 
inference)is the cor@ect interpretation of the rule referred to. I have 
always supposed that it referwed to endebtedness to natives and as such 
was a safe-guvard against the missionary becoming entangled in the meshes 
of the profesional “sowcar";but,shovld its interpretation be as broad 
as your letter suggests,; am sorry indeed to have gone so contrary to 
it.Shovld the latter be tne case, all |, can say is that this has not 
been the vnderstanding [I have had of it,for I ceetainly have rad no de- 
sire to disregard any one of the expressed desires of the P. C. or the 
Board, 

I have Wordered since reading yours under reply,whether I succeed- 
ed in making my case clear to you. In any case, #/gph/pfopy 1 will briefly 
review the circumstances:- 

Owing to reduced appropriations and a rapidly growing work a 
crisis was reached in the station when money was absolutely necessary 
to prevent very seriovs boss as regards what was already gained and the 
total loss of the opportunity of a life time. Mrs. Vavghan and [| were 
withovt children and so freed from the responsibility,financial and 
otherwise which thég bring. We did not have the money in hand,buvt it 
was providentially possible to secure it from a firm of Christian bvus- 
nesS men on a business basis,by the eacrifice of some things which we 
might otherwise have. We consulted together and laid the matter before 
God, seeking direction from Him,and then acted as conscience directed. 

As a result we are at present eddebted as before stated to the 


firm mentioned,to whom we are paying the regular rate of interest on 


such loans in Sovth yndia viz 9 to 10 per cent acco@ding to the rate 
of the Government Bank, the Band of yadras, 

frhinking to secure the money on more favoreble terms I wrote 
you expecting to pay 5 or 6 per cent. 

Our plan is to save the interest and a little of the principle 
each year,and ; think we can carry this ovt,but as an added safeguard 
to this we have a policy for &200, or nearly $1000. which matures be- 
fore ovr next furlough when the sum named will be paid into ovr hands 
and any balance remaining vnpaid can then be paid. It is,however,as be- 
fore stated,ovr intention that there shall then be no balance. 

under these circumstances I do not anticipate that this will in 
any way interfere with my work,and surely bring no responsibility vpon 
the Board,especially if ; am able to secure the money as I am now trying 
to do,on more favorable terms rere in America. ;+ know of no one to whom 
to go abovt here for such a favor,bence ask whether you will not kindly 
five the matter a little more thought and see if the needed assistance 
cannot be fotnd,in consultation possibly with Mr. Wiggin,Mr. Whittemore 
or Mrs. Capron. I am exceedingly sorry to add one jot to yovr load of 
care and ; bring no excuse beyond the fact that from beginning to end,I 
have tried to act with singleness of heart,looking only to the welfare 
of -the work entrusted to me.

voyage homee We have not heard particulars from him as yet, 


though of course there is plenty of time. 


We are having a very pleasamt and profitable summer here in 
Westmeath. The work is light the place delightful though a lit- 
tle too far from the rail,the people kind and appreciative, and 
being but a "locum tenens" I have no responsibility,so find the 
little taste of home pastoral work something which will be of 
use to me when in indiae I will perhaps be a little nearer 
the truth in future when | compare American and Indian Christians 
in the matter of self-sacrifice, effort for others,hungering for 
the means of grace etc, etc, and the final result will at least 
leave the latter relatively as high as they have been in my esti- 
mation hitherto.

_I have your letters of Dec. 15th and Jan 20th before 
me and thank you for them both. 
I note your question regarding the "Derbyshire" and would say in 
reply that I do not think the line should be avoided.This one ship is 
I think sadly in neéd of overhauling and possibly of reofficering. 


I fcel more and more the loss of being nearer you and the centre of 
Board influence,and would feel very sorry iff this loss arose from any 
deliberate choice of my owne It was our plan for many months before 
going home to spend the summer with Mrs. Vaughan's people and then 
come down ino Masse,where we would be nearer the swing of the life we 
wanted so much to touch; but this became impracticable as months passed 
and had to be given up like most of our furlough plans. The one chare 
acteristic which runs consistenfly through our whole furlough is this 
frequent change of plan,involving in most cases,as is only natural,a 
considerable decree of disappointment. It is not however,a gloomy ret- 
rospect for with it all we have with us the consciousness that "He hath 
things well". 


I regret very much that your Koran stand reached you broken. But, 


others from which he can replace the brolen one,so I will ask him to 
do so. I trust you will understand that it is a plicasure to me to do 
thise Then if you are. successful in making @epairs on the broken one 
you will have it as an extra one-which you may find a use for now and 
acaine 

We are in the midst of considerable distress, though not as yet 
such as ought to be called famine. It is famine however;but of such a 
mild word seems a little. out of plscee Prices are 
about as hich as they were during the worst part of our last famine 
but the little store of savings have not yet been exhausted and there 
ig still work to be hade As a special rate we have becn getting five 
and a half measures or a little less,for the rupcee,in our rice trans= 
actions for the past two monthse This instead of an average of about 
Seven ond a half for last year indicates to some extent the conditione 
An increase of about 36% in the cost of living together with the lower- 
ing of earning power coupled with the almost complete loss of several 
months’ work expended upon cultivation and cetting in crops which were 
not brought to maturity severely disturbssthe economic conditions of 
the country and must result in great suffering eve der most Pavor- 
able conditions. Lawlessness has been on the increase for some time and 
that other famine thermometre the price of cattle has also given in-= 
dications of what is to come,althousgh in many places the half=<crom 
crops of rice have been utilised as fodder so that the stress has not | 
been so creat here as usual with grain at the price at which it now 
stands. It is a mournful sight to see a man who knows not ,Wrewe his 
own mouth is to be filled,cutting down the dried up,stunted and grain- 
less straw for his cattle in the field from which he had or to takes 
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Dre Barton 
And now to take up your suggestion regarding the Industrial School and 
other work of that nature. 
As you romember, ire Holton started the Ind'1 work here in 1897 on 
& very sme ll scalee He had no financial basking from the Board:or the 
ission,ond was limited os to his soliciting funds,to those who were 
recsular contributors to the Boarde 
The work has gone on,with much of worry and much to discourage,yet 
today thaewewscsk has crown so that the two departments which it repre= 
sented are a burden only by reason of the fact that there are no funds 
with which to buy and keep in stock the timber and iron they usee The 
Govermment pays a proportion of the salaries of the teachers and the 
stugents and teachers torether earn the rest as well as all that is 
paid to the stfudents. These two departments,the Carpentry and Black= 
smithery have passed the stage where they form any serious part of the 
financial burden of the work. The small amount needed to keep the tools 
in order and meet other incidental expenses is found in part fowm the 
srants of Government and part fywm the interest on an endowment of a- 
bout 900 rupees which the school hase 
The sewing and lace classes for the ~irls have been in the past a 
serious burden, but here also such progress has been made the earm- 
ings are greater than ever before and promise to meet ail the outlay ine 
curred especially for these departmentse Here however,as in the other 
two before mentioned, the burden comes from havins to stock up from 
funds needed in other ways or fo without stock and thus defeat the very 
‘purpose of the school. So far as these four departments, which may now 
be spoken of as the older Ones, are concerned the whole question is now 
one of 2 fund for stocking ups that may be used for this purpose 
and for notother and used over and over agcaine For,2s the pest hes 
shown Saet the total expenditure on stock at the end of the year is 
nil and indeed in many cases even,more favorcable than that,showing a 
small margin of les vurchases;1+ follows that with the 
advantages which come from being able to buy at wholesale rates,no= 
thing is needed but care to secure a continuance of this condition in 
the future so that,unlike expenditupe on food for boys or salaries for 
teachers, this couestion if properly met once, is met once for all - if 
adequately provided for one year is provided for indefinitely. 
This then is the one financial problem confronting us with recard 
to these older and better established departments. 
With the latest of our depsartments,the Agricultural,it is differ-. 
ente It has financially an up-hill courge for a year or two still. It 
is still in the problematic stage,and requires much thought and care 
before it ceases to be one of the chief burdens of the work. As you 
have doubtless heard this department has changed its character almost 
completely since I went awaye I left a piece of land with serious dis-= 
putes as to title which Mre Chandler and Hr. Holton were to setile as 
best they could. ‘\Jell,before it was possible to make this settloment 
an official high in the educational department of this Presidency sug= 
cested to Mre Holton that this piece of land be used as one of the 
places in which to carry on pumping expcriments such as are being car= 
ricd on under Mre Andrew of the FeCeMission of Chinglepute With this 
suggestion Mre Holton went to the District Doard ond secured a grant to 
dig the nceded well,whereupon Government bert alone the needed engine 
and pump,paying all expenses for running for one year from the time it 
started. But still the question of title to the land was not setticd 
The fact that the District 


Board had civyen money for the well and 
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Dre Barton J 
the Government owned the engine and pump,moved the Collector to take 
the mat ter up,and as a result,the land has been acauired as the prop-= 
erty of the District Board and handed over to us. The conditions are 
that we should use it for the purposes of an Experimental farm as lone 
as we wish,without rent, taxes or other paymont,sand when we have fini sh- 
ed with it,everything above the original price,about °450 holoncs to 
the mission in view of the improvements which it is putting on ite 

I may have relate@ these f cts to you before,but repeat them to have 
them fresh in mind in view of what I wish to say now. 

It is this, I cannot doubt for a moment thet a work that has been 
so unexpectedly prospered and so unusually blessed,the very difficult= 
ies being turned into sources of real and permanent adventage,is any 
other than of the Lord.Suppose that ten years ago we had set ourselves 
the task of gathering tosether the plant we now have ond after o hord 
strugsle had succeeded, tliat suecets would have boen taken wherever the 
facts were imown as an indication that we were doing tho right thing. 
Hore, without that definite and long continued struggle these things are 
thrust upon us and we have but to use tlleme 

Thirty acres or land so near the Railway Mikaimnm thet to deliver 
probuc® at the station will be no more than “for an ordinary farmer to 
gather to his barns from his more distant fields; a well that promises 
to meet evory needjan engine and pump that would have cost us not much 
short of Rse2000, and grants from Covernment toward the expenses of the 
boys that work the lands —- these are the chief clements which ecntor ins 
to the situation,the chief characteristics of the opportunity that 
Stands awaiting us,thrust upon us as you might say. 

It ceBtainly is an opportunity but like:most opportuhities it calls 
for effort,the effort here being to get into that condition of working 
where the harvested crop,when sold will pay the expense of cetting in 
the nexte The idea of Government is to teach the ordinary farmers to 
raise other kinds of crops than rice and the two that they are wanting 
us to take up are plantains and sugar-cain,both of which are grow with 
considerable profit by Mre Andrew who is better established then we 
are as yet and who has a strong and sufficient financial backinge 
IT do not look for a profit for some tine to come,but in the midst of 
a farming community who pay one half their yield as taxes {to the 
Leessees) it does not seem an unsafe calculation that we,can make ends 


_@ meet at least when once we cet started. To stort properly we oucsht to 


have Rs 2000 for current use and another thousand in reserve to be 
drawn upon in case of unforeseen expenditure. [I do not anticipate that 
it would take all the 2000 to get us into the position mentioned above 
where one crops returns watt soe the other planted and cared for up 
to the harvest,but ‘mowing how easy it is to underestimate I put this 
ficure.e. This is of course what we would like to do. Now as to what we 
will probably do. We have ten or twelve boys who are working as stu- 
dents,and with their aid we shall begin soon to get in such crop as we 
can and make haste slowly. This will not please the Government and there 
is just a chance that they may withdraw their ensgine and pump to some 
other place,as others stand ready to take it and put more money into 
the scheme than we possibly can -do,but in view of the past,and the 
promise I have made.I fcel morally bound to keep free from furfmer 
financial obligations and must settle dow to the conclusion and take 
it as a working basis that what is not provided for is not a part of 
the work from God's point of view and must 0-6

to be so at least so longs as there is any danger, I thank you for the Sa 
warning. I fully realize the danger and hence the noed of warnings ~ot a 
only with respect to the Industrial vork but the other’ educational and q 
evangelistic work as welle In the trouble of the P 8 few years came 
quite as much from deficiencies in these departmen n the Industrial. 
As before pointed out,there is now little danger of ‘Andis sort from the 
carpentry the bDlacksmithcry,the lace or sewing departmonts, the trouble 
here being the temporary shutting up of funds urgently needed in other 
ways and the inability to rum on a true economical and business basis 
from inability to lay in needed stock in quantities that can be bought 
at favorable rates. 

Anc now just a word or two to express briefly what, in my mind is 
the result soucht and partly gained. Tht sought is the highest type 
, of self-respecting, indepndent manhood that can be produced among these 
/ people = something better in the line of self-respect,ability to earn 
ones own living emé general thrift and independence than Hinduism has 
yet produced. I think Christianity ought to a expected to do this, it 
ought to be one of her best apologies. Yet as. I have elsewhere express- 
ed,and as I still maintain, thus far we have so presented our faith | 
that the effect,in the above mentioned particulars,has been to injure 
rather than improvee This is not said in a critical spirit for I real-= 
ize how easy it is to fall into such an error when in all good consoienc -. 
we are putting the emphasis upon some other phase,zas easy in fact as itis 
to neglect some more important element when putting undue emphasis upon 
the industrial development of our comunity. 

The results gained is a noticeable a@vance in the way our youth 

are looking upon and taking to manuel labor. This is more noticeable to 
me since my short absence from the country aaeiionmemhy — so noticeable 
in fact thet T shrank from habit when civing certain orders that formen. 
ly were most unwelcome,but now,to my surprise,taken as quite a matter of 
coursee Our results in the Govte examinations were excellent this year, 
all but one of the boys sent up in Blacksmithery and Carpentry passing 
some in the first class,while our Teacher in Blacksmithery who appeared 
to qualify for Governemtn grant stood first in the whole Bresidency. 
Tt fully appreciate that this form of work is only suited to a passing 
phase and will be ummecessary and out of place when we have cotten past 
that phaseeBut it is upon us now and for this generation and possibly into 
the next we shall need something a little more than mild precept to ene 
force Paul's ofterepeated injunctions that Christians should learn to 
work with their hands. 

I have a lot more to say put will say no more today lest I weary you 
so that you will not want to hear any more about it in future. .

¥our kind letter of June 9th is before me as also 
yours of June 29th to Mrse Vaughane I thank you for your much appreci- 
ated expressions of sympathy and am glad to report that the operation 
has been in every way an unqualified success. This trouble has been 
about me for more than 15 years but for three or four years before con- 
ing to India it gave me no trouble = in fact I never had but one at- 
cnet Mentone coming, and after reaching the field I had complications | 
of a somewhat serious nature arising from this trouble when I had the 
typhoid fever in the year'95. From that time until the new year of 
04 I was practically free fran attack,with just a perceptible tender- 
as that region at times. Suddenly in ~Jan 04 the trouble developed 
once more and I had three attacks before aaah ng. After reaching India 
I had them at the rate of about one a month,so when at Koddai an attack 
came on and I had the opinion of a specially skiliful surgeon in such 
matters and for the first time since its development in 04 all quest 
ion as to its being some similar ailment was definitely settled, and 
since arrangements were already made for the operation oven Miss Ras=— 
sell, I looked upon the circumstance as most providential and gaadly 
submitted to the operation with results as above stated. I fel not 
the least sign of weakness as a result, and but for the unfortunate 
combination of circumstances wWhich,without blame or i, ara on the 
part of anyone,led to the somewhat serious burn I got on my ‘ankle, I 
would have forgotten by this time that I had had the operation, except 
as I am reminded of it by the freedom from ail tenderness ‘in that part 


where the pain used to be. 
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At one time the sagetdtune felt that the injury done to the nerve and 
tendon might be of a permanent nature but such is happily not the case 
since all is progressing favorably toward a complete cure. It has bee 
a slow process,and at times,owing to the effected nerve, somewhat pain= 
ful,but this is all pas& now and I am about my work again much as usu- — 
al a stronger,healthier and a most thankful man. 

And now, after - much about myself,a few words about the work. 

I too was at the action of the missionf, the secret of 
which was that in this case,as formerly when this question has been up 
they refused to consider it apart from the other and distinct question 
of my work. I was hoping that they would consider the ‘two questions 
separately,since it seems to me that there is more probability of ar- 
riving at sound conclusions if in the first place, the work is arrang= 
ed as is best for it and then the best possible disposal of the force 
is made with reference to the work,rather than arrangeing the vork in 
accordance with the strength or qualifications of the force at any 
given time. the fact remains thai dons what we could 
to reduce our Industrial work without result, we are strengthened in 
our conviction that so long as it is here,it is the Lord's will that 
we should do it,so there is no element of discouragement in the action 
taken but rather a strengthening and encourageing of our effort. 

It is as good as settled that the Lower Secondary Department of the 
Boarding school will be closed from the first of 06 which will relieve 
the situation very much financially,and without serious loss to the 
efficiency of the work. When it was opened, there were strong hopes of 


being able to draw a large number of Hindu boys whose fees would meet 


in a large measure the cost of the highly paid staff. As soon however, 


as we started,our Hindu rival, a Brahmin whom Mr Hazen dismissed fron 
nission employ opened simiiar classes and with Brahmin subordinates in 
the Educational department and a large Brahmin constituency to draw 
from he has been able to build up a strong school while we,have been 
keeping on from year to you at very considemable expense. Another 
fact whichbears upon the case is the change of policy on the part of 
the Educational department. When the school was opened,it was their 
policy to work general and Industrial classes together from the third 
class in the Primary Dep’ up to the highest class in the Lower Second= 
ary. This made it all but necessary that we have a LeSe department. 
Now however, there plan is to separate the two kinds of education as 
completely as possible so that a boy will in future attend general 
classes until he has gone as high as he intends and will then give 


his whole time to Industries. This removes the necessity for the LeSe 


as a part of the Industrial school. I am coming to feel very strongly 
ie it better,in mission work, to do small things well rather than 
attempt greater things that are just beyond your reach. We feel that 
the LeSe is just beyond our reach financially,and in view of the facts 
mentioned above, there is no strong reason why it should be kept one 

I am sapediaiily encouraged by your words with regard to the possibil- 
ity of help for our Industrial work in the not distant future. While 
I fully understand that it is in no wise of the nature of a promise or 
pledge and therefore,cannot be taken into acount as an devant asset 
it is a pao nelp to know that you have our need specially in mind. 
We shall await the results of your efforts with much interest and 
prayer. At the present moment we are running at a loss from the sif- 
gle reason that we are utterly unable to get a supply of stock with 


Which to fill orders that are in hand. 
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This has a most depressing effect not only upon myself but upon the 
poys as well since they are directly effected by ite They are paid all 
that is made from their work after deducting the salaries of theenec= 
essary teachers etc. they cannot understand the financial limitations 
under Which the work .  arried on and feel that there is an element 
of unfairness in what to them has the appearance of neglecting the 
schoole We are therefore living in much hope that your efforts will 
be successful and another season may see us relieved of the oreagia 
stresse 

High prices continue. I am sending to Madura today for supplies 
which can be pought there and shipped here at a saving over local 
prices which are just about twice as high as in normal yeurse Last 
year for instance,nine measures of rice for a rupee was not infrequent 
while today four and a half or four and three quarters is the local 
ratee In Madura this is increased to five and a half. 

Taking all together we are just now passing through one of those 
periods of stress ™ every particular,financially,moraily and,spirit- 
ually which sometimes come upon God's worke You have doubtless heard 
through Mre Holton of the sad case of discipline we had among our nate 
ive workers just before going to the hills, and now comes another of a 
somewhat similar nature distantly connected With that,as I feel,in the 
relation of cause and effecte By it we lose our Boarding school Head- 


master and bring a very severe trial upon the family of, olr most hon- 
‘cored and useful catechistse I am inclined to fall back upon the old 
saying that it is always Gefkest just before dawn and to feel that we 


have reached our darkest hour and that soon a brighter day will beging 


to Break. 
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While it is impossible for human judgment to fix responsibility in ail 
cases,nor indeed in any,with completeness and precision,I feel that 
a very important factor in our present stress,on its moral and spir= 
ital side,is the life of one woman,who under the cloak of a zeal and 
earnestness in the work managed to hide her sinful life for several 
months first here in Manamadura and later in Tirupuvanam where at last 
she was discovered and ai smi ssed. 

During these times the Bible with its assurances is more than ever 
preciouse It was with great comfort and help that yesterday,in my reg- 
ular course of reading = came upon the 138th Psalm,especially the lat- 
ter parte I feel sure that God will not forsake the work of Hi s own 
-hand and that out of this season of humiliation He will bring His 
| church forth stronger and purer than ever before. May L ask you to

conducts it own business through its own officers,raises its own funds 
and pays its way,without assistance from outside,cither native or for- 
eign, and carries on in general the work of a Christian church in very 
irse much the same way,subject of course to limitations of clime and people, 
thatfchurch would in Americae 
Fron Seven or ekght years ago a new feeling of responsibility took pos-= 
session of this body of Christians and they drew up a constitution and 
eriz passed such by-laws as seemed necessarye Within a few months a pastor;. 
the first in the history of the church, was called and duly installed <% 
and the church was ready to set forth on a self-supporting and self . ~~ >= 
soverning career. From that day to the present, the original consti= 
ood tution and by-laws have been in force,but by degrees a fund of experi« 
ence has been accumulated whigh it #46 now proposed to incorporate im- 
te those earlier laws and thus bring into current use.

I have had no feeling about it but thankfulness that they were 
so perfectly successful in guarding against the legitimate ills 
attending upon such cases. To turn Miss Swift out of her room one 
day and on the second fron that,perform in the same room an abdom- 
inal section which healed entirely without pain and perfectly dry 
'g0 that it needed no attention whatever until the tenth day, when 
the dressing was first removed to find the wound completely healed, 
is more than could be done in a majority of cases and ! appreciate 
this success in spite of the pain and inconvenience caused by the 
hot watere Added to the above,the doctor who operated said that he 


found that I was more than usually susceptible to anything of the 


nature of a burn, as I also have found in blistered hands etc, on 
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more than one occasion. Taking all together therefore,we have 
on the one hand,in addition to the usual care which rests. upon the 
surgeon,the added anxiety of creating a suitable room before the 
operation could take place and the constant strain lest something 
essential to success be omittedj a burden which rested upon and was 
carried almost wholly by Dr. Parker. On the other hand we have the 
lack of a nurse,a misfit in the table which changed entirely the 
nature of the contact between the bag and my feet; designed to lay 
agoinst my feet without any pressure,it actually lay well under my 
ankles and feeling it warm I lifted one foot and haid it across the 
Other just before losing my feeling so that the one in contact was 
; pressed down on the bag with the combined weight of both feet for 
: the whole timee Added to this again an unusually "thin skimnmed"(7) 
; patient and you have,so far as I can see the elements which in con-

On Saturday the 9th inste the Gollector of Veduee ae 
is also the President of the District Board, which owns our farn, 
Visited Manamadura and we went. with him over to the farme He did 
not seem anxious to look about much but Was anxious to talk so we 
spent the sreater part of the time talking. 

He began by trying to establish the claim that the Board 
was not expected to expend any money on the farm saa the land 


was purchesed. I contended that while all expenses for cultivation 


were explicitly stated to be mission charges,and while the Roard 


was not bound to any further expenditure, there was more of a spir- 


it of cooperation involved than his position would indicatee 


He did not see my point and in the course of his remarks said, 
"Of what advantage is the farm to the Board?" to which I geplied 
: "Tf it is of no advantage to the Board,let us close it,for it is 
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hardly of sufficient advantage to us to warrant its continuance 
solely for our advantage. I have been running it for several month 
from a sense of obligation to the Board. If that obligation docs 
not exist, let us stop it by all means." 

It is worthy of note that only that morning + had had my firs 
free interchange of opinion with Mr Holton and to my strprise found 
him to be of the same opinion as myself,so that ! felt free to spea 
thus though no such action was contemplated, since the opportuni ty 
for it was not considered a possibility. 

After this rather free expression of opinion we continued to

Dear Dre Barton: - 
You Will doubtless have heard through Dr. Jones 

of the fate of the Industrial School as decided by the adjourned 
meeting of the mission,which I could not attend,being away from Kodai 
by that time. I cannot say that I am not sorry to lose the schodl 
but still I am fully in sympathy with the views of the majority in 
this respecte I am beginning to feel that We must exercise great 
care in finding ways to spend the money sent us for our work. It is 
coming to be more ard mare a choice not between the good and thd 
bad, the fruitless and the fruitful,but betwecn the good and the 
best the fruitful and the most fruitful. 

This naturally, to my mind brings up the whole question of our 
higher educational policy,and I am not prepared to say that we coud 
not do more good with the money we are spending, by working in har- 
mony wi Covernment or other strong Mission institutions, rather 
than as, present striving to @@intain our own. This will only be 
intelligible to you if you have been informed that the mission has 
decided to use the Technical Institute in Madura for its boys and 
spend its money,as I understand in the establishment of a hostel for 
Xtn boys. Now, it seems a Wise thing to do in this case,as the 
Institute is maintained and equipved as we can hardly hope to mahh- 
tain and equip since it is now about to be supplied with additional 
plant totalling about 60.000 rupees while the current expense is 
something over 10.000. From this one is almost impelled to ask, 

Why would it not be equally wise to take advantage Governnent 
expenditure in other branches of education and confine our effort to 
primary education and the provision of hostel accommodation for such 
boys as we care to assist? | | 

I do not presume to have answered this quest’on to my owm 
satisfaction yet, onef way or the othere It certainly is not a sin- 
ple proposition easily disposed of. I fecl however,that the future 
will witness a pretty thorough discussion of it. 

A more practical result of the closing of the industrial work 
here is that I shall have more time,as formerly, to write letters 
or help in any other way I can to keep the home churches in touch 
with the field,and would like to have you suggest what in your o- 
pinion is the best way to use that time. ! have a photo outfit,so 
can supply photos "to order" if you feel a need of photos and will 
give the order? 

I have within the past ten days or so,passed through the 
anniversary of my operation;and as it has been recalled,we have had 
fresh cause for thankfulness for its complete success. I am,so far 
as I know, in perfect health, and Mrs. Vaughan is if anything better 
for the rest of the vacation.

I think I spoke with you when home,regarding lMrse Vaughan's 
parents whom we thought at one time to bring back to India with 
use As time for departure drew on however, it became clear that 
this was not a wise courss,so accoruing to their wish we helped 
them back to the farm and seft them there. Since returning we 
have had to assist them constantly to the extent of about $100 
per year,and will have to continue this amount if not increase it 
so long as they live. This is. the chief reason why we have been 
slower than we expected to be in paying up the debt,and this is 
also the reason why I suggest for your consideration the guestion 
of a request for a remission of $100 to enable me to clear the 
whole off by the end of this year. 

The old people are far from well and we do not know what 
unusual expenses we may be calsed upon to meet at any time so I 
very much desire to get the debt entirely cleared away in order to 
be free to give what help may be needed in the other direction. 

We do not care to make the fact of our having to assist the 
old people a matter of too great publicity,as you would naturally 
suppose,but 1 mention it to you that you may have if before you 
in your conference with Mre Wigsin. 
and now,a final word with reference to this subject. It is 
this.

fore I will impreve the opportunity I have this morning here in 


the crisp cool air of Kodai to renew my intercourse With you 


after your long absence from the rooms and my long silence. 

In spite of all the work that has been closed in Manamadura 
during the last two or three veuiand the past nenth has bean one 
of the busiest of my missionary life. Since January meeting, 

I have been to practically every one of the 74 villages in the 
station,and to _— of them more than once,as occasion has re- 


quired. I will therefore,in the first place tell you sonething 


of what I have found to be the general characteristics of the 


work at present. 


One.of the most perhaps on the 


most significant,is the incres:e of persecution. This is due, 


as I take it; in part to an increased appreciation of the fact . 
that Christianity means emancipation for those in bondage,on the 
part of the hereditary lords and masters of India's numberless 
slaves. In several villages there are indications of an increased 


deteormination to keep the outcaste down. Villages where for years 


Christian and Hindu have lived side by side in peace,are today 


the scene of some of the most galling kinds of perge6ution. In 


this way,several of our congregations have been called upon to 
suffer the loss of property,and in some cases,severe bodily in-=

jury. This has been endured for the most part in a spirit, which 
speaks well for the reality of the work ives Which is going 
on among our people. Another characterisitc of this persecution 
is its association with the general unrest of the country. In- 
deed it may atin be said to grow out of it,since it is the 
lessened respect for the inherent authority of the forei:ner 
Which furnishes the occasion for it. There is nothing in it 
however, which the cause of Christ nced fear,and the final re- 
sult will, I am convinced, be a stronger church and a deeper life. 
I have been struck in journeying about over my large field 
note the inevitable results of years of reduced appropriations. 
This is shown in two ways. in the first/place, there are 70 cong- 
sregations and 24 church and school buildings in the station; 
and in the second, there are T4 villages scattered over a tract 
of country as ee as some of the smaller states in the UeS. 
With lo eateateul to minister to them. When it is remembered 
that say four-fifths of these concregations are made up of peo- 
ple who can De tausht only by the oral repetition of the lesson, 
these fisures speak for themselves;but a tour among the. villa-es 
is necessary to fully 2ppreciate what it means. ‘To see the lit- 
tle company of hereditary servants meet to worship their Cod un- 
der a tree,in the presence Of their sneering and highly leaanii 
masters, and to hear,as I have heard,the Christian womem say, 
"Vo are’ ashamed to come and sit here under this tree with all 


these Hindu men about making remarks about us. If you will build 
“Ghureh-we Will come to come here", it 
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STANLEY VAUGHAN, 
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gives & new significance to the simple statement that there is 
no prayer-house in such-and-such a village. 

Then again to see the inexpressible need for more teach- 
ing and to realize that the teacher is already over-burdened, and 
conseguently can give more here only by taking it away from an 


eyually needy congregation yonder,leads one to exclaim in the 
words of the old couplet;- 
shall we ever live 
At this poor dying rate?" 

For,on the one hasid there in nothing but a sense of starv- 
ation,a condition of famine in which it is impossible to make 
any effort beyond the simple preservation of life. On the other 
hand there are marks of life. Our work is not dead as is instanced 
by many examples. it is not a little thing to have a congresation 
of the most advanced and cultured Christians say,"\/e are ready 
to suffer the loss of our proverty,and to go to jail if need by 
for our Master's sake", but when a company of people just coming 
up out of the "horrible pit" which is the lot ofthe Indian out— 
caste,say this in the presence of a loss of property equal to al- 
most the combined earnings of the whole community for a period of 
two months, and in the immediate/prospect of a trrat-on a false 
charge. before 2 magistrate, it shows that there must be life. 

This fact is proven also by the fact that in spite of the very 
high prices nyrsyaiiing,ond the almost famine conditions prevail- 
ing, the gifts of the people this year,with but one exception, ex- 


ceeded by considera»le those of last year which were in turn a-

Still another characteristic of the work today is the door of 
opportunity which is open before us,a door into which We are un- 
able to enter. I for Of course if a 
congregation come and fling themselves upon us we make the best 
shift we can to care for them by giving them a small fraction of 
an already much divided catechist and by visiting the village as 
we are able and worshipping with then under their tree, dut beyond 
this our hands are tied. Not a tour but there are reauests for 
schools or news of people who are interested and have shown some 
desire to become Shristians,but to all these we must turn a deaf 
ear and try to keen alive what we dives it is of the mercy of 
God and naught else that under such conditions His cause can con- 
tinue to advance;but what misht that advance be with funds! ° 

It is now thirteen years since our money famine began¢ ihen 
will come the years of plenty? May we not hope for a ‘suse when we 
shall be able to do something in some degree adequate to the cir- 
cumstances an Which we are placed? In one locality,in three ad- 
joining villages,people to the extent of about 200 have signified 
their desire to become Christians, but What are we to do with then 
if they come? Do the American Churches wish me to go there and 
ask those people to become Christians? bo they really want it, 
enough to make it possible for me to do it? Or are they like him 


who started to build his tower without counting the cost? ‘hese 


are questions I cannot altogether banish from my mind. I am.nere

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to- work and there is inexpressible need for work. One hand is 
tied behind my back and I am left to potter about with one hand 
instead of doing a man's work. Is the other hand going to be un- 
tied before long?

It takes years of residence in India to understand the real 
condition of the lowest of the peoplee Only a week ago yosterday,I 
went to the Pariya street in the village of Tirupuvanam where there 
are severed Hindu houses and four Christian families. Sceing a lot 
of standing about,I began to ask about their nunbers, 
Willingness to learn to read and so on. Two bright looking boys of 
some 12 years olabtood by{ being questioned said they worked in the 
house of such and such &@ man in the village. I then asked What pay 
they got, to which they replied without the least hesitation or sense 
of shame,"0O we are sold". Further question brought out the fact that 
T was face to face with, type of slavery Wherein one man lays claim 
to the body of ano there For several generations these families had 
served their masters, the masters giving the men wives at the proper 
age and claiming the children. To be sure the lay would not up= 


hold this claim but it is so very little that the law has to do with 
the real inner life of the people, that here,within half a mile of 
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a nashghvnté's office,a police station and,I may add, a mission 
church,has existed a comnaunity which ovenly and frankly acknowl edge 
that they are the property of other men. 

this fact gives new force to the words I have 50 often heard 
in connection with persecutions which have broken out against our 
Christians. It has often been said,"They refuse to work for the 
Hindus for nothing". Ihave often taken this to mean Just what it 
said,that some one or Other of the caste men of the village concern- 
ed was trying to get a few days work out of them without 2a proper 
equivalent. is it not more than possible, in fact probable,that in 
some cases at least,this refusal is the protest of a dawning manhood

I have the pleasure of thanking you today for 
your letter of the 6th Octe, and to assure you that it is not in all 
my thought to leave you out in the matter of correspondence. I find 
real pleasure,wWhen opportunity offers, to pass on to you such events 
in connection With the work as seem to be worth ite 

I spent a day or two a few weeks ago in making a study of the 
Statistics of the years 1892 and 1907.;that is, the figures current 
when I joined the mission and those current today. From this I found 
one or two facts Which perheps are worthy of note,as of possible in- 
terest to youe 

The first of these is that the number of Uhristians Within the 
field at present included within the Manamadura Station has more than 
led within the 15 yearse Along with this it is worth while to 
note that then at least Rs6500 was available for general work while 

at present Xs 5000 is the figuree The % of increase in the various 
stations is given below:- | AE 
101;Madura 86;Pasumalai 695 to and Melur 
each 60; saruvpukottai 45;Tirumangalam39;Periakulam 25;Batlagundu. 19 
and Palani 7e The average for the Mission being 45- 
“It came quite as a surprise to me that this field was making the 
greatest progress,being Mhtherto of opinion that this was true of 
Aruppukottai. 
Another surprise came in the showing we make in the matter of 
education. as @ mission the figures show that we have fallen off 
in the matter of “adults able to read" from 31% in 1893 to 21% today. 
In this respect the followings shows the stations’ position. | 
Four stations have gained; Madura 9%;Periakulam 2%; sruppukottai 
and ralani gach 1%. The other stations have lost; Pasumalai 247.3 
Dindigal anti 6%;Batlagundu and Melur 3% and Tirwnangalam 1% 
It will be noticed that with one or two exceptions the increase 
in number of Christians connotes a fall in literacy of adults. This 
is as one would expect,but does not hold good in the case of Madura, 
where the increase has evidently been more from accessions by the. 
incoming of families from other stations or missions, than from the 
uneducated ranks of Hinduism. ‘The figures for Pasumalai are inexpli- 
cable and so far aside from the expected as to suggest error,but thas 
they stand. It is not a pleasant thought to reflect that we are not 
in so advanced agsiate educationally as we were 15 years ago,but a 
thought which ought to lead us to examine carefully our whole educa- 
tional policy. I am glad to find along with this that Manamadura 
has the largest % of its Christian children in school. Being the low-

I. NAME. 


The name shall be the District Conference of the 
Churches within the bounds of the Madura Mission. 


II. OBJECT. 


The object is to provide an organization by which the 
Churches shall control and carry on the work properly be- 


longing to them, receiving aid for the present, from the 
Madura Mission. | 


lI. CONSTITUENTS. 


All organized churches, within the bounds of the Ma- 
dura Mission, which unite in the above object are the 
Constituents. 


IV. ORGANISATION. 
The Organisation shall consist of :— 
1. The District Conference. 
2. Circle Committees. 


3. Pastorate Committees.

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V. THE‘ DISTRICT CONFERENCE. 


1. Definition:—The District Conference consists of 
representatives from the Circle Committees and the Mission. 


2. Membership :— 


_ Ea-officio:—The Conference Chairman and the five 
Chairmen of the Circle Committees are ex-officio members 
of the District Conference. 


By Election :—One representative shall be elected by 
each of the five Circle Committees. One additional repre- 
sentative shall be elected by each Circle for every 3,000 
adherents, or fraction thereof, and shall serve one year. 


By Appointment :—Five other members shall be ap- 
pointed by the Madura Mission, and shall serve two years. 
Vacancies may filled ad interim. 

By Co-option :—‘ The Conference may elect three addi- 
tional members. 


3. Officers :—There shall be a Chairman, Vice-Chair- 
man, a Secretary and Treasurer. 3 


The Chairman and Treasurer shall be elected by the 
Mission. 


The Vice-Chairman and Secretary shall be elected by 
the Conference. 


4. Meetings :—Meetings shall be held as necessary,

V. THE CONFERENCE CHAIRMAN, anp uis 


VETO POWER :— 


1. (a) The Minutes of the Circle Committees shall 
be submitted to the Chairman of the Conference within 
one week of the meeting which they record. 


(b) The Conference Chairman may veto any action of 
the Circle Committees bearing on the Conference work or 
rules. Such veto shall act as a stay of proceedings until 
the Conference acts on the matter. 


(c) Any action of the Conference may be referred to 
the Mission for final action upon the veto of the Confer- 
ence Chairman with the appeal of one third of the mem- 
bers present, (of whom two shall be Circle Chairmen). 


(d) It shall be the duty of the Vice-Chairman to ex- 
ercise such functions as are specifically delegated to him 
by the Chairman. 


VI. ADDITIONAL RULES. 


1. All money shall be disbursed monthly from the 
Treasury, and its monthly accounts shall be submitted to 
the Conference through its Chairman. 


2. No expenditure shall be passed by the Treasurer 
unless sanctioned by the Conference, or Circle Committees, 
or by the Chairman ad interim. 


8. Allfunds collected by the Churches except cen- 

tribtion to recognized Societies which meet with the appro- 
val of the District Conference shall be paid monthly to 
the Treasury through the Circle Chairman. | 


4. All salaries of pastors and helpers shall be paid 
by the Conference through the Circle Chairman. 


5. The Conference shall not encroach upon matters 
belonging to the Church or Mission. All ecclesiastical 
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matters shall be decided by the Church organizations. All 
matters pertaining to the Missionaries, and departments 
under their care, shall be decided by the Mission. 


6. So long as a Circle receives more than half its . 
support from the Mission, the Chairman of the Circle shall 
be appointed by the Mission, after which he shall be ap- 
pointed by the Conference. 


Vil. AN EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


shall be elected as follows :— 


Ex-officio the Chairman of the Conference, (who shall 
be Chairman of the Executive Committee) and the Chair- 
men of the Circle Committees, together with five mem- 
bers, elected by fhé Conference of whom two shall be pas- 
tors and three shall be laymen (preferably not iu Confer- 
ence employ). 


2. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee 
to determine the salary of all pastors, and make transfers, 
when necessary, in co-operation with the Church Councils. 


3. Any pastor who is to be transferred shall be given 
at least a month’s notice, and shall have the right to make.

(3; By Appo:ntment:—The District Conference

3. Oficcrs:—There shall be a Chairman, a Vice-

XII. GENERAL RULES. 


1. All elections for officers or representatives in the

2. Notice of all proposed changes in these Rules and 
Regulations must be given at a previous meeting, and 
without such notice no immediate action shall be taken un- 
less by unanimous consent of the Conference. 


3. These rules and regulations can only be amended 
by a three fourths vote of the Conference. Any proposed 
action affecting the relation of the Conference to the Mis- 
sion shall be referred to the Mission for approval.

Tirupuvanam Church you Will remember is one of the places 
and I think the only one in our mission, “here the veputation ate 
tended and assisted at an ordination service. This service is to 
be held again in the same church on the 15th vecember when Chelliah 
the eldest son of the late rastor Simon of North Gate, Madura, is 
to be made the pastor of that church and pastorate. 

Mre Massillamoni who was ordained When you were there 
ieft some three or more years ago and the church has bem without 
& pastor since. Chelliah has been in charge as 2 sup'’t catechist 
since he came out of the seminary last year,and has now bem called 
to the work of the church. He has many of the gifts of his father 
and I trust wili be a blessing to his field and a real addition to 
our pastorai force. 

I have pleasure in extending a most hearty(shvitation 
to the veputation to be present on the @ccasion of this ordination 
and help us as they did in the past.

|  ~Parthibanur School,is in some ways our banner schoole 
It too is an institution visited by the Deputation but since thm 
has moved into its new quarters shown in the picture. These were 
built from funds collected from the people,srant from Governnent 
and a grant of 1léss than Rs 200 from the mission. |/ There are 5 
teachers on the staff and about 100 boys, Hindu and Mohammédan, in 
attendencee The two Christian teachers have charge of the congre- 
gations in 8 or 9 viilages around rarthibanur,thus doing the work 
of one if not two catechists in addition to their teaching work. 
The Headmaster is also the Superintendent of the whole southern 
district in this pastorate and keeps his district in s00d condition. 
The Govemmment zives about & 200 per year grant, the fees collected 
are from RS 16 to 20 per month so that the net cost of the whole 
institution to the mission is less than the saiary of one mane 
I Wish we could do this same thing in many other piaces,but a happy 
combination of circumstances which makes it possible here cannot be 
secured in many other places. Parthidanur is a large place and there 
are no other schoois; the people are weli-to-do and desire an edu-= 
cation for their boys and more than ali this the man who has built 
up the work,is, as you may imagine, not easily reproduced at will. 

‘/ Our sivaganga school is also coming on wWeil,both the 
attendence and the income from fees having more than doubied in the 
past 6 months. It may be that we may there see something like the .. 
rarthibanur work, though in one respect this Will be impossible as 
things are at present for there are not so many villages about siva- 
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ganga as Parthibanur so that there wili not be the same opportunity 
for catechist wort fér the teachers. The present headmaster is 
in charge of the congregation in sivaganga as also of one village 
near at hand in addition to his school duties. 

The people in sivaganga have subscribed Rs 400 toward the 
cost of a church they very much desire to build costing about 200 
moree If they go on,as I hope they will,I think I shall ask permis- 
sion to find the balance from friends. Sivaganga is as you know 
the head quarters of the Zemindary and hence a place where there 
are always several families of Christian officials. These are they 
who have subscribed the amount mentioned above. « Church there 
is much needed and will very much strengthen our position as the 
only representatives of the Protestant Christian Churche 


I am reminded that it will be nearing Christmas when this 
reaches you so Wili close,will cordial greetings and best Wishes.
